Fantasizing, a skier—or any- 
one else, for that matter— 
could stand amid the snowy 
heights of the French Alpes 
Maritimes and imagine that 
with one hefty swoop you 
could land in Nice, on the 
beach of the Baie des Anges. 
Never mind the traffic on the 
Promenade des Anglais or the 
70 tons of confetti that snow 
down on this strip during 
February Mardi Gras. A 
swerve to the left might drop 
you in Cannes, amid the Mi- 
mosa Festival. Improbable 
thought, maybe—but Auron 
and Valberg, where cross- 
country skiing is a glory, and 
Isola 2000, where everything 
wintersporty is grandly laid 
on, are all less than a hundred 
miles off the Céte d’Azur, and 
the ski season lasts from mid- 
November to mid-May.

The Risks and Re wards of Joint Home Ownership 





CHOOSE THE METHOD THAT WILL BENEFIT BOTH 


By LEONARD SLOANE 

For most families, their residence is the 
largest single purchase that they will 
make, Yet the decision as to whether the 
home should be owned by one of the 
spouses or by both of them jointly is often 
made hastily and without adequate con- 
sideration. 

This decision is of prime importance 
since the legal, tax and practical aspects 
of putting home ownership in one name 
or two can have a bearing on the fam- 
ily’s financial status while the husband 
and wife are both living—and after one 
of them dies. 

There are, as might be expected, both 
advantages and disadvantages to joint 
ownership. But before outlining these 
benefits and drawbacks, it is helpful to 
understand the three basic types of what 
lawyers term “joint tenancy.” 

The first is tenancy in common with 
rights of survivorship. In this category, 
ownership is held by two or more people, 
and full title after the death of one party 
goes to the survivor or survivors. Prop- 
erty held this way usually bypasses the 
delay, expense and public disclosure in- 
volved in probate. 

The next category, tenancy in com- 
mon, comes the closest to individual 
ownership. It represents a multiple un- 
divided ownership of a single property 
without rights of survivorship. 

Finally there is tenancy by the en- 
tirety, which is limited to real estate and 
to property jointly owned by husbands 
and wives. When homes are owned in 
this manner, neither party is allowed to 
pass any of his or her interest to anyone 
else without the other’s consent. In many 





states, a married man can own real estate 
only as a tenant by the entirety. And in 
some states, there is the presumption 
that property owned jointly by a hus- 
band and a wife is owned as tenants by 
the entirety. 

This tenancy by the entirety, more- 
over, cannot normally be destroyed by 
one spouse without the approval of the 
other. If they are divorced, they will 
then usually become tenants in common 
as long as they own the property. 

Why are assets, such as family resi- 
dence, a vacation home or a piece of 
property in a resort area, held in joint 
names? For two individuals who are not 
married to each other, it may be that the 
property is too expensive for one person 
or that the land or house is not easily di- 
visible. But in the case of a married 
couple, the reason is often nothing more 
than to indicate that their marriage is a 
partnership or to demonstrate their ac- 
ceptance of social convention. 

From an economic point of view, sim- 
plicity is the primary reason to own prop- 
erty jointly. Many married couples feel 
that the convenience alone of both par- 
ties having a right to the home in which 
they live is significant enough for them 
to take the joint ownership route. 

Freedom from the claims of creditors 
is another motive for joint ownership. 
Some states place the right of survivor- 
ship above creditors’ debt claims—partic- 
ularly in the case of a home owned by a 
surviving spouse. And the psychological 
advantage for widows and widowers 
who know that their home will not be 
sold from under them cannot be over- 
estimated. 


On the other hand, there are maij 
reasons why joint ownership may If. 
considered disadvantageous. For : 
stance, property in joint names can 
liable to seizure if a judgement is of 
tained against either co-owner. If tl 
spouses disagree over the use or dispo} 
tion of the property, the lack of contr 
caused by joint ownership might be 
additional major hurdle to overcome. 

Furthermore, assets can wind up fy, 
the wrong hands, if a surviving ownlfl 
has not drawn a will and the wishes |f- 
the owner who died first are overriddef 
by the state’s intestacy laws. There FF 
also the problem of gift and estate tax 
frequently being larger than they woul 
be without joint ownership. In mof 
cases, joint owners are not joint contrilf” 
utors'to the cost of the property and, as\f- 
result, certain potentially taxable even 
arise. 

Here’s an example of this type of sit 
ation: the full value, not half the valu 
of the jointly-owned home will be i 
cluded in the gross estate of the fir 
spouse to die—usually the husband—ur| 
less the survivor can prove a conta 
tion to its purchase and show that th 
contribution was not already withdraw 
Similarly, when there is joint owner 
in a single-income family, the goverr 
ment often assumes that the husban 
made a gift of half the value of the Prog 
erty to his wife. When the value of thé 
gift exceeds the marital deduction an 
the lifetime and yearly gift exemptions, 
tax will be assessed by the Internal Rey 
enue Service.

somfort or convenience. What’s more, 
onserving water will cut both your 
vater bills and household energy costs. 
oilets. Standard toilets use between 
ive and eight gallons of water per flush 
about 40 percent of a typical house- 
1old’s water consumption. If you're put- 
ing in new plumbing or replacing old 
oilets, you can cut water usage in half 
»y installing low-flush toilets. American 
standard’s Lexington, Kohler’s Water- 
uard and Eljer’s Watersaver lines use 
bout three gallons per flush. 

Many existing toilets are actually 
bver-designed and can operate effec- 
ively with less water. To update them, 
vou can make or purchase a dam, weight, 
lual-flush unit, air bleed or replacement 
ank. Available in local hardware stores 
or plumbing supply houses, these de- 
vices reduce the amount of tank water 
ippreciably. 

A simple, effective device is a plastic 
oottle, weighted or filled with water so 
t won't float. Cap it and place it inside

the tank, out of the way of working 
parts. This displaces some of the water in 
the tank, reducing the amount used in 
flushing. Plastic bottles are inexpensive 
and, unlike bricks or other solid objects, 
won't deteriorate in water nor break the 
tank if accidentally dropped. 

Whatever device you install, be care- 
ful not to reduce the tank’s water so 
much that flushing is hampered. If water 
is reduced too much, it may take two 
flushings to remove solid wastes—nullify- 
ing any saving. Do not install a dam or 
weight on water saving models; they re- 
quire a delicate hydraulic balance to 
achieve an effective flushing action. 

Toilets frequently leak large amounts 
of water. You can test your toilet by put- 
ting a few drops of food coloring into the 
tank. If the tinted water appears in the 
bowl, then the flush valve is not seated 
properly, and it should be adjusted or re- 
placed. 

Repairing a toilet leak caused by worn 
or defective parts is an effective water- 
saving technique. A free guide to locat- 
ing and correcting toilet leaks, Fluid- 
masters “Toilet Tune-Up” brochure, is 
available by writing Fluidmaster, Inc., 
Dept. B, 1800 Via Burton, Anaheim, CA 
92806. 

Finally, many households can benefit 
by reducing the water pressure in the 
plumbing system to 50 to 60 pounds per 
square inch. Place a regulating valve 
right next to the water meter, preferably 
by a licensed plumber. Most fixtures will 
function at this pressure, and the reduc- 
tion not only saves water, it increases the 
life of the fixtures and fittings. 

Baths and showers. About 30 percent of 
household water consumption is used for 
bathing and showers. Forty to 50 gallons 
of water fill a standard bathtub, but 10 
to 12 gallons are sufficient (Continued )

Fill the tub 
to the minimal level, using just enough 
water to float your soap. Monitor chil- 
dren who are apt to pour in too much 
bath water, particularly because the wa- 
ter level rises after they get in the tub.

Hot water heating. With good reason, 
there’s much talk today about lowering 
thermostats on domestic hot water heat- 
ers in order to conserve energy. For 
most household uses, such as washing 
clothes and showers, 110 to 120 degrees 
F. is adequate. But dishwashing has al- 
ways required a water temperature of at 
least 140 degrees F. for good results.

Dogs who sniff where they shouldn't 
nd cats who march across your scram- 
led eggs will continue their dreadful 
abits if they think that they can get 
way with it. 

The inability to be assertive with pets 
s usually based on a fear that the animal 
vill no longer love the owner if punished 
by dealt with firmly. (This same mis- 
ruided kindness is often seen in parents 
f misbehaved children.) Complicating 
natters further is the notion that it is 
ruel to force a pet to stop doing some- 
hing. 

Cats and dogs will not stop loving 
heir owners when the owners decide to 
ake control of their pets’ behavior.

subordinance. The dominant canid or 
leader of the pack makes all decisions 
about mating, hunting, territory and 
fighting. The pack leader is. always the 


| biggest, strongest and most intelligent, 


commanding respect from all other 
members of the pack. 

In the dog/human equation, think of 
the family as the pack and you as the 
leader. The family dog must be con- 
sidered subordinate to you. This doesn’t 
require an overbearing or abusive man- 
ner. Hollering or hitting the animal isn’t 
the answer. Instead, all your assertive 
action is internal. If you do not feel like 
a pack leader, then fake it. Think of it 
as an acting assignment. 

Behave like someone who holds the 
leash rather than someone clipped to it. 
Remember that you are the provider of 
food, water, shelter and love, and you 
must act accordingly. It’s not necessary 
to assume the role of commanding officer 
of an infantry brigade in order to assert 
yourself. The firm-but-gentle manner of 
a concerned parent will achieve the 
best results. 

This will be difficult with some 
dogs, especially those devilishly 
clever terriers, dachshunds and 
cocker spaniels. But never let it be said 
that you were outsmarted by your dog. 
The next time your dog attempts to steal 
food from the table or whines at the door 
when you are not ready for a walk, be 
sure to assert yourself. One of the best 
ways to do this is by exclaiming “No” 
in a loud, firm tone of voice, 

“No” is the most authoritative and 
negative word in the language. It is easy 
to use this term as a corrective tool by 
firmly establishing its use for bad be- 
havior only, That is essential. Your repri- 
manding “No” should be a firm, vocal 
sound that comes from the diaphragm. 
Accomplish this by taking in a deep 
breath and allowing the stomach to ex- 
pand with air. Say the word “No” as you 
release the air. Eventually you will de- 
velop a deeper, more resonant sound 
which will indicate a no-nonsense atti- 
tude toward your dog, and not even a 
bull mastiff will doubt you. Once you’ve 
established that your “No” means no, 
be consistent. Never back down. 


ASSERTIVENESS TRAINING 
FOR CAT OWNERS 


Cat training is a misnomer. Cat manipu- 
lation is a more accurate term. With the 
exception of lions, cats in the wild are 
solitary predators. They live alone and 
answer to no one. In a sense, domestic 
cats are just like their wild cousins—inde- 
pendent creatures always on the hunt 
for food. They can even be persuaded to 
obey a command as long as there is a 
food reward. The best method for deal- 
ing with cat misbehavior is assertion 
from the cat’s owner without backing

down or feeling like a bully. Once again 
it is a question of commanding withou 
feelings of guilt. It is a matter of bribe 
and assertion for a higher purpose. Ma 
nipulate your cat before he or she ma 
nipulates you. 

Asserting yourself with a cat require 
the creation of a conditioned reflex, sine 
much feline behavior is developed 
patterned routine. Most of a cat’s educa: 
tion is supplied by its mother in the firs 
ten weeks of kittenhood. What a ca 
doesn’t learn from its mother it learns) 
from littermates. Your task is to creat 
new patterns of behavior that are mor 
suitable to the human lifestyle. 

Scratching furniture, carpets, or 
even people stems from the cat’s 
need to scrape away old claws so that 
new ones can grow. This happens con- 
stantly throughout the cat’s life. If you 
provide your pet with a tall scratch post 
or one of the disposable cardboard ones, 
you are halfway home. Rub the scratch 
post thoroughly with a good grade of 
catnip, and insist that your pet use it, 
Teach the cat by moving his or her claws 
up and down against the post with your 
hands. Whenever you catch the cat 
scratching in a forbidden place say, “No” 
in a loud firm tone of voice. Then pick 
up the animal and carefully repeat your- 
self. Immediately repair to the scratch 
post, rubbing the cat’s front paws against 
it. Next, pet the animal, offer lavish 
































praise and a favorite food treat. One ac- 
tion is a negative reinforcement and the 
other is a positive one. It is not enough to 
reprimand the animal. You must follow 
up with a demonstration of appropriate 
behavior. Remember, punishment has 
little to do with teaching. Firm assertion 
is the key factor, 

Teach your cat to come to you when) 
you call its name. Get the cat’s attention 


by using a falsetto voice. When the cat} 


looks up, offer a food treat. Most cats 
will do anything for brewer's yeast tab- 
lets. When the cat comes to you, han 
out the yeast, and tell your pet that he 
or she is terrific! From here on, it’s Pav- 
lov training all the way: a matter of con- 
sistent repetition. When you call, the 
cat will salivate and give the desired 
response, Giving your cat the command 
“Come when called,” is an act of asser- 
tion and a valuable learning experience 
for both of you.

Stapelias (pro- 
nounced stah- 
peel-yuhs) are 
cactus-like suc- 
culents of the 
milkweed LA 
family. ira 
They grow 7 
in clumps 
of four- 
sided spineless stems. During this time 
of year, stapelias must have proper dor- 
mancy conditions to produce flowers dur- 
ing their long growing season. The green 
stems turn red-brown when dormant. 

Stapelias are easy to grow. In winter, 
they need to be kept cool and dry in a 
sunny window. In spring, increase water 
and shade from noon sun. 

The most unusual feature of Stapelias 
is their starfish flowers. The flowers ap- 
pear from balloon-like buds. On the day 
the individual flower is to open, the end 
of the bud untwists and the five-petal 
sections pop apart to reveal the star. The 
flowers feel like rubber covered with 
tiny hairs. They may be from one to 15 
inches across, depending on species. 

Stapelia flowers smell like rotting 
meat, which attracts flies for pollination 
because there are no bees in their native 
desert. This phenomenon gives stapelias 
one of their common names, “carrion 
flower”. Don’t worry, the smell is not 
strong enough to discourage you from 
growing these exotic succulents. 

Stapelias propagate easily from stem 
cuttings. Cut one stem off the mother 
plant, and set it in an 
area with good air 
circulation for a few 
days. This allows the 
cut end to dry and 
harden in order to 
root rapidly without 
rotting. Set the cut 
end on the top of 
moist soil and prop it up with a small 
stick. It will root in no time. A cutting 
taken in fall will flower in summer.

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WEDGWOOD MAJOLICA PLATE 
Q. My plate has a basket weave back- 
ground with raised designs of fish and 
seashells. It is marked ‘‘Wedgwood” 
with the three impressed /etters that seem 
to be “AOL” on the back. Friends tell me 
that it looks like majolica but | am sure 
that the famous English Wedgwood 
company never made anything like that. 
Am | right?—Mrs. D.F., Magnolia, Miss. 
A. Josiah Wedgwood started his famous 
company in England during the 19th 
century. The firm, still in existence, has 
made cream ware, pottery, jasperware, 
bone china and a variety of other types 
of ceramic tablewares. Your majolica 


dish was made at the Wedgwood factory 
in 1883. The three-letter mark tells the 
vear that the plate was manufactured. 
Wedgwood majolica was made from 
a cream-colored clay with a brightly col- 
ored lead glaze. The French and Ger- 
man majolica wares of the same period 
were often made from a darker clay. 
Majolica is a very soft ceramic that chips 
easily, so be careful when you use your 
plate. Do not wash it in a dishwasher 
if there are any cracks because the heat 
will pop off tiny bits of the glaze.

Just before serving, add 
cooked button mushrooms and onions 
and heat through. Sprinkle with finely 
chopped parsley.

TWENTY 
QUESTIONS 
ABOUT 
WINE 


Editor ROBERT JAY MISCH 


Unless you're in the wine busi- 
ness, don’t make a business of 
wine! Wine is for pleasure; it is 
not the Treaty of Vienna. How- 
ever, that does not preclude 
knowing a little about it. Hence, 
these 20 questions. The answers 
may tell you some things about 
wine you were afraid to ask! 

Q. What is wine? 

It is the juice of the grape, or 
other fruit, that is exposed to air 
and yeast cells. The yeast con- 
verts the sugar in the juice into 
alcohol. There are well over 100 
other ingredients in wine, many 
in only infinitestimal amounts. 
The principal ones, in addition to 
alcohol, are acids, tannin, min- 
erals, aldehydes—and water. But, 
let’s face it, it is alcohol that 
makes grape juice into wine. 

Q. What is a “dry” wine; a 
“sweet” wine? 

A dry wine means the sugar has 
been totally converted into alco- 
hol by the action of yeast on the 
grape juice. However, if there is 
so much sugar present that the 
alcohol reaches 14 percent (at 
which point, yeast cells commit 
suicide) before all the sugar is 
converted, the remaining unfer- 
mented sugar makes the wine 
sweet. 

Q. What makes a wine red, white 
or pink? 

If you skin a grape—green or red 
—the inside is almost always 
white or green, and the juice is 
nearly colorless or slightly green- 
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ish-yellow. From this juice, white 
wines are made. However, if you 
leave red grape skins in the juice 
for a few days, or even up to a _ 
month, the pigment in the skins 
will tint the wine. To make rosé 
or pink wines, it requires only 
two or three days of skin contact. 
Q. What types of wine are there? 
While there are hundreds—nay ~ 
thousands—of wines in the world, — 
they all fall into one of four major 
categories. 

a. Table wines—which by 
definition, are wines drunk at 
table with food. They are natu- 
ral and are not, or shouldn’t be, 
tinkered with. Their names in- 
clude Burgundy, Bordeaux, 
Rhine wine, and more. 

b. Fortified wines—these 
wines have had an admixture of 
other spirits to raise the alcohol 
content. They include Port, 
Sherry, and Madeira. 

c. Flavored wines—these have 
had flavoring agents of one kind 
or another—barks, berries, leaves, 
pods, etc.—added to a wine base. 
By far the best known is Ver- 
mouth. 

d. Sparkling wines—these 
vary from wines that are slightly 
puckery on the tongue to fully 
effervescent wines such as Cham- 
pagne. 

Q. How old should a wine be? 

There is no easy answer to this 
question. Some wines, like 
people, mature very quickly, and 
some take years, even decades, 
to reach their peak. It depends 
upon the grapes used to make 
the wine, the weather at the time 
and then how the bottles have 
been stored. The Cabernet Sau- 
vignon grape, basic to most red

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stored, White wines usually do not need, 
nor do they improve, over, any such 
lengthy period. Some very rich, sweeter 
white wines, such as Sauternes, German 
Beerenauslesen and Hungarian Tokays 
can last decades. But, in general, drink 
ordinary white wines while they are 
young, fresh and gay. Drink red ones af- 
ter a few years in the bottle—four or five 
from the vintage date for Bordeaux or 
Burgundies or California counterparts. 
Beaujolais and a few light reds defy this 
rule and ask to be drunk in a few months, 
or at most a year or two, from vintage. 
Q. What are ‘domestic wines?” 

There are none! It is considered very bad 
form to use the word “domestic” in re- 
ferring to United States-made wines. It 
is considered a put-down. I never quite 
knew why. (After all, Chateau Lafite is 
“domestic” in France!). But Jet us con- 
form and call our native wines “United 
States” or “California,” “New York,” 
“Michigan” ete. 

Q. What is the difference between 

United States and European wines? 
Primarily, the grapes. The wines of Cali- 
fornia (and they represent 75 percent of 
all the wines we drink), Europe and 
most other countries are made from a 
family of grapes known as “Vinifera.” 
You've probably heard of Cabernet Sau- 
vignon, Chardonnay, Pinot Noir, ete. 
They are not hardy and will not nor- 
mally stand our cold eastern winters. (A 
few vinifera vineyards have been planted 
near large bodies of water, and survive). 

New York, Michigan, Canada, and 
other colder states make their wines 
from another grape family, the “La- 
brusea.” These are the native grapes of 
the U.S.A. They were growing wild 
when Lief the Lucky sailed down our 
shores. They are such as Scuppermongs, 
Concords, Niagaras, etc.—hardy enough 
to survive but “grape-y” in their flavor. 
“Foxy, or wild-tasting, is what the wine 
fraternity calls the taste. 

In an attempt to achieve the best of 
all worlds, scientists of late have pro- 
duced French-American hybrids, com- 
bining hardiness and flavor. There are 
many. Some to look for (the grape gives 
the name of the wine) are Seyval Blanc, 
Chancellor, De Chaunac, etc, I suggest 
you try the wines of all three types. 

Q. What about vintage? 

Vintage means the year the grapes 
were harvested. 

Does it matter? Yes—and no. 





Don’t let vintage become an obses- 
sion, “Some good wine is made in off- 
vears” is the saying. I add, some clowns 
can make poor wine in good ones! 

In more northerly climes, nature is 
seldom mild. Hence, in Germany, 
Champagne, Bordeaux, Burgundy, etc., 
weather means a great deal. But in more 
southerly Italy, Spain, California, cli- 
mate is more equable and vintage means 
less—though every year in every vine- 
yard has its special attributes. (1 like to 
see a date on the bottle; at least it tells 
me how old, if not how good, the wine is! 
Q. What do the terms bouquet, body and 
breed mean in wine? 

Bouquet means, literally, the smell of the 
wine, sometimes referred to as “nose.” It 
is vitally important as the olfactory 
senses are very close to the palate, so 
sniffing and sipping become one. The 
scent of the various wines varies depend- 
ing on the grape and the vinification, but 
if a wine smells bad—it’s bad. 

Body is used to mean the substance or 
texture of the liquid. Wine should “fill 
the mouth,” be “rounded,” especially 
reds—not thin, like water. 

Breed is also described by such French 
words as “race” or “finesse.” It suggests 
a certain delicacy or well-born quality. 
Q. What is some of the terminology of 
French wines? 

Appellation d’ Origine Controllée 
(A.O.C.) means, literally, “controlled 
place of origin.” It appears on almost all 
French wines that you're likely to en- 
counter, and means that the wine has 
been made of the approved grapes, in 
the approved manner, in the approved 
place, for that wine. It is your guarantee. 
V.D.O.S. is a secondary classification to 
A.O.C., meaning Vins Delimités de 
Qualité Supérieure. 

Chdtcau means a vineyard and adjunct 
winery, usually in Bordeaux. A regis- 
tered Chateau makes wines from its own

grapes, only, and in its own winery, | 
There are about 150 of these wines out 
of 3500 Chateaux. 
Mis En Bouteille aw Chdteau means a 
wine grown, made, and bottled on the 
premises—a requirement of every regis- 
tered Chateau. 

Crus is a “growth” or crop. In Bordeaux, 
in 1855, the top wines were grouped into 
5 “crus” from Ist to 5th. There were 
about 63 of them. Chateaux Latour, 
Margaux, Lafite, Haut Brion and Mou- 
ton-Rothschild (a recent addition) are 
the top five. 

Cru Bourgeois and Cru Artisan, Cru Ex- 
ceptionel and Petit Chdteau are lesser 
designations. 

Q. What is some of the terminology for 
German wines? 

Tafelwein is ordinary “table” wine (sel- 
dom seen here). 

Qualitatswein is wine from a demarcated 
locale. 

Qualitatswein mit Pridikat is the best 
wine, with special attributes. 

Kabinett (Cabinet) is the best of a vint- 
ner’s regular production. 

Spatlese is wine from late-picked grapes, 
higher in sugar. 

Auslese is wine from specially selected, 
late-picked grapes. 

Beerenauslese is wine from late-picked 
grapes, selected berry-by-berry. 
Trockenbeerenauslese is wine from the 
ultimate in grapes: late-picked, over | 
ripe, selected one by one for their degree 
of “noble rot’”—a skin disease of the grape 
that comes late, and renders the pulp 
almost raisin-like and heavy with sugar. 
Erzeugerabfuhlung (formerly “Original- 
Abfuhlung) means wines grown and_ 
bottled on the “Estate.” 
Licbfraumilch—literally, “milk of the 
Virgin’—is the name for a blend of any 
wine from the Rhine region that has the 
attributes and color of a Rhine wine. — 
(Moselblumchen is a similar blend from 
the Moselle). 

Riesling is the premier wine of the Rhine- 
land. 

Q. What is some of the terminology for 
Italian wines? 

D.O.C. means Denominazione di Origine 
Controllata. Since 1967, this has been 
Italy’s designation for top-flight, con-— 
trolled wines. 

D.O.C.G. is a newer designation, the ab- 
solute -tops, the “G” standing for the

Q. What is some terminology for 

United States wines? 

Varietal means wine named after the 
“variety” of the grape. At least 75 per- 
cent of the name grape must now be in 
the bottle (except in Labrusca wines 
where 51 percent still suffices). 
Generic means blends, named after fa- 
mous wine areas because of a resem- 
blance (real or imagined) to Burgundy, 
Chablis, etc. 

Proprietary means a “brand-name” wine 
made by one vintner only. 

Vintage wines must be 95 percent of the 
year indicated. 

Jug—any container larger than a mag- 
num (2 bottles). Size has no relationship 
to quality. Some “jug” wines can be very 
good, 

Q. Which wine should you serve with 
what food? 

This again is a subjective matter. What 
you like is what you should have. The 
old cliché about white wine with fish or 
poultry; red with meat and cheese is, 
well, a cliché. However, as in all old 
wives’ tales, there is some truth. Would 
you like a heavy, red wine with your 
brook trout—or a dainty little white with 
your prime ribs? Use your own judg- 
ment and suit your own palate. I know 
this—Germany and Alsace have practi- 
cally no red wines, eat plenty of meat, 
and get along just fine. 

Q. At what temperature should you 

serve wines? 

Rule of thumb is whites chilled, reds at 
room temperature, But some reds would 
do well with a bit of chilling. It mini- 
mizes imperfections, “Chill” whites and 
rosés but don’t freeze them to death. 

With fortified wines, chill the light 
ones such as Fino sherries, white ports, 
Sercial and Rainwater Madeira. With 
sparkling wines—chill, red or white. 

Q. Should wines “breathe’’? 
That means, should they be opened in 
advance of pouring? 

White wines, as a rule, don’t need to 
be opened in advance. 

Red wines vary. There are two schools 
of thought. I am of the “open them 
ahead” school, even if it’s only five or 10 
minutes (longer for Italian, and big Bor- 
deaux and Burgundies). Try it yourself. 
Open a bottle. Pour a little. Taste it. 
Now set the glass down. Sample again 
in 10 minutes or more. Yow'll taste the 
difference. 

Q. How should wine be served? 
The host (or the wine waiter) pours a

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Appetizing Dishes from Party Leftovers 


TURKEY AND CHICKEN SPECIALTIES 








By NANCY CRAIG 

The leftovers of good food can always 
be utilized in some simple, tasty way. 
However, what is done with leftovers 
to lift them out of the monotonous class 
and create special meals is a good test 
of the imagination and ability of a cook. 

It is helpful, I find, to keep as refer- 
ence a number of successful ways of us- 
ing leftovers. I vary these recipes from 
time to time, depending on what I have 
on hand and how much. 

The recipes that follow are for deli- 
cious main dishes inspired by leftovers. 
Most of them can be whipped together 
and microwaved in short order—and are 
cooked and served in the same dish. 
Quantities given will serve 5 or 6 per- 
sons and recipes can readily be cut in 
half to serve 2 or 3. Cooking times will, 
of course, vary accordingly. 

TURKEY CASSEROLE 
Often with large turkey, there is enough 
meat and stuffing left for several more 
meals. The recipes that follow give tur- 
key or chicken leftovers a new look 
and taste that are sure to bring calls for 
second servings. 
4 to6 cups leftover turkey, cubed 
2 carrots, thinly sliced 
2 medium size onions, chopped 
3 celery stalks, sliced 
1 can of water chestnuts, sliced 
Y3 cup of butter 
Y3 cup of flour 
2 teaspoons parsley flakes 
1 pint chicken broth 
2 cups leftover stuffing. (If this is 
unavailable substitute sweet 
potatoes, mashed and whipped 
with a little butter) 
Paprika 
Cook sliced carrots in 1 cup hot salted 
water until almost tender (about 2 to 2% 
minutes ). Drain carrots and set aside. 

In 3 quart casserole place chopped 
onion and sliced celery with butter, and 
cook on high power until onions are 
wilted (about 2 minutes). Remove from 
oven and stir in flour and parsley flakes. 
Microwave for 1% minutes add 
chicken broth, stirring till smooth. Cook 
on high power until sauce begins to 
thicken, stirring once after 2 
When sauce begins to thicken, add re- 
served carrots, water chestnuts and tur- 
key, mixing well. Spoon stuffing or mash- 
ed sweet potatoes over top of casse- 
role, sprinkle with paprika and cook on 
high power uncovered, until piping hot 
(6 to 8 minutes. )

TURKEY LOAF 
to 3 cups leftover turkey, cubed 
tablespoons butter 
or 8 fresh mushrooms, sliced 
tablespoons flour 
teaspoons onion flakes 
teaspoon dried celery flakes 
cup of milk 
cup cooked rice 
egg, beaten 
teaspoon salt 
teaspoon Worcestershire

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In glass loaf or bread pan melt butter 
with mushrooms and. sauté on high 
power for 2 minutes.

Imagine paradise cutting through tropical-blue waters 
under clouds of billowing sail, discovering deserted 
white-sand Robinson Crusoe beaches, swimming in 
diamond-clear waters super-heated only by solar 
energy. No romantic fantasy this, but a pretty accurate 
picture of one wonderful week our family spent last 
mer in the Bahamas, cruising the Abaco Islands 
for toard the schooner William H. Albury. 

Perhaps we would never have experienced this 
tropical cruise if we had not happened upon a small 
magazine ad for chartered boats. We had been 
looking for a vacation that would appeal to our entire 
family, which includes four children ranging in age

directions of their own interests. As a re- 
sult, we searched for the kind of family 
adventure that would bring us closer to- 
gether, but place few physical demands 
on any one of us. We could not have 
made a more satisfying choice. A week 
on the inter-island schooner was a com- 
plete escape from our normal pattern of 
living and a source of marvelous memo- 
ries that we will always be able to share. 
Thinking it over, it’s also the kind of get- 
away a couple or a group of congenial 
couples would find idyllic. 

Our adventure began with a night 
flight from Los Angeles to Miami where 
we connected with the small Bahamasair 
plane that took about an hour to reach 
Marsh Harbour in Abaco. A short taxi 
ride from the village-like airport and we 
were at Conch Crawl Marina, where the 
Albury was docked. We were warmly 
greeted by our bearded captain, Joe 
Maggio, and his crew. The crew was 
Michelle, who was our first mate and 
chief cook, and Dean, our captain’s 13- 
year-old son. In no time at all we were in 
swimsuits, barefooted and outbound for 
Man-O-War Cay. Swimsuits and bare 
feet—that’s sloughing it off. 

Island residents say that it takes at

feast two days for most visitors to slow 
down to the considerably reduced pace 
of the islands. Our acclimation, however, 





was nearly complete during our first 
hour aboard the William H. Albury. 
Sitting on deck and _ watching the 
schooner cut through the aquamarine 
waters produced an almost hypnotic 
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state of unconcern in all of us. By tl 
time we reached Man-O-War Cay, | 
was difficult to recall precisely wh 
everyday headaches had seemed so in 
portant only a couple of days earlier. | 

The William H. Albury is a ce 
all-wood schooner in the historic tra 
tion of the commercial vessels that saile 
throughout the Bahamas many yea) 
ago. Built in Abaco under the directic 
of her namesake, the Albury is 56 fe 
long on deck and carries over 2,0( 
square feet of sail area. In addition, the} 
is a diesel-powered motor that permi 
travel in almost any weather. Below de¢ 
are tight but efficient accommodatio1 
for ten people, including two toilets ar 
a well-organized galley. In 1976, tt 
Albury represented the Bahama Islan¢ 
during the Tall Ships Race and the stui 
ning Bicentennial parade up the Hudsc 
River on Fourth of July. Consequentl) 
she was well known and a matter of loc 
pride to all inhabitants at our ports ( 
call, where she was greeted and admire 
enthusiastically and so became a sour¢ 
of pride for us, too. 

When our trip began, none of us kne) 
much more about boats than perhaps th 
bow from the stern, but after one weé 
we had learned how to coil the line 
trim the sails and—most important 
how to avoid bumping our heads belo} 
deck. Our captain encouraged us to gi 
involved in sailing as much or as litt 
as we wanted, and most of us gave it 
try. The young in particular got a speci 
kick out of this and even us oldsters by 
gan to feel more like old tars than tl 
landlubbers we really are. 

For seven unhurried days we cruise 
from one sunny island to another, sto] 
ping here or there to explore an empi 
beach, snorkle among incomparab. 
reefs, or merely swim off the side of th 
boat. Captain Maggio paced our cour: 
so smartly that we sailed only a fe 
hours at a time and had ample leisu: 
to enjoy our stop-offs. Most of the pit 
prick islands we hove into are so obscut 
you'd never find them on anything bt 
mariners charts—places you'd nevi 
reach by ordinary boat and certainly n 
by plane. All known to the natives, prol 
ably, but not to the rest of us. One islan 
was inhabited by a family of four—e 
capees from what we think of as tk 
“mainland” rat race. They had settled i 
ingeniously, and made _ themselves 
pleasant life amid palms, mangos an 
languorously water-lapped beaches. 
for us, we spent a great deal of time 1 
laxing on deck, reading, playing bacl 
gammon, talking, or sometimes ju 
watching the clouds or the water go b’ 

All our meals were inventive, tastefi 
and abundant, which took into accour 
the appetites generated by sea air an 
warm breezes. We ate our meals on dec 
in a fashion that reminded us of a cam} 
ing trip, which in a sense this was. F¢ 
the most part, so far as food was cot

hardly minor cuisine either. Michelle’s 
little refrigerator gave us good dinners 
of beef and chicken, fresh salads for 
lunch and plenty of cool, soft drinks that 
you need when youre under the sun. 
Actually, our food tastes had been ascer- 
tained in advance, which we found an 
agreeable service. The larder, although 
small, had been stocked to our family’s 
tastes and idiosyncrasies. Let me add 
that some local specialties, such as conch 
fritters, were devoured almost as quickly 
as they were cooked. 

By mid-week the insidious island at- 
mosphere had slowed us down to an un- 
usual state of tranquility. Even after 10 

hours of restful sleep at night, it was not 

difficult to take an afternoon nap, The 
reaction to all that clean air, sparkling 
water and brilliant sun put us in an al- 
‘most fluid state of relaxation. Another 
week and I suppose we would have ad- 
vanced to the transcendental. 

Relieved of worldly concerns, we 
seemed to have become more acutely 
aware of what we were seeing and feel- 
ing, and we all came away with remark- 
ably precise images of uniquely rich 
moments. Examples, after a family dis- 
cussion: standing on the powdered-sugar 
beach at Great Guana Cay—one-half 
mile long and not one footprint on it; 
snorkeling over the incredibly beautiful 
Sandy Cay reef at Little Harbour and 
coming face-to-face with a benign bar-

racuda; lying in a hammock-for-two out- 
side the Guana Harbour Club and 
‘watching the clouds go by. 

But most of all, sharing these un- 
rivaled experiences with our children, 
and enjoying the pleasure of their com- 
pany that will be gone all too soon— 
that was probably what the “old folks” 





felt was the most glorious part of this 
adventure. 

Most people think of southern waters 
as a winter getaway—and they are. But 
summer is great, too. The daytime 
weather in the Abaco Islands during the 
summer is warm, but the prevailing 
winds make it tolerable. The nights, 
however, are truly incredible; warm, em- 
bracing and brilliant with stars. Unwill- 
ing to relinquish the experience, we slept 
on deck a couple of nights. 


The Robinson Crusoe syndrome— 
landing on a beach without a footprint. 





All the clothes you need for such a 
week’s voyage can be packed in an at- 
taché case. For us, shoes and long pants 
were totally superfluous, but a hat for 
the sun is mighty useful. We got along 
with bathing suits, tee shirts and plenty 
of sun tan lotion. 

The weekly cost when we embarked 
on this adventure was about $430 per 
person, all inclusive—not bad, compar- 
ably, when figured against resort prices. 
Our experience, however, was unlike 
any resort we had ever visited. It was, in 
fact, the absolute fulfillment of a won- 
derful fantasy. 

We booked our week on the William 
H, Albury through the very helpful of- 
fices of Kathy Fay at Richard Bertram & 
Co., Box 3367, Fort Lauderdale, FL 
33316, (305) 467-8405, which offers 
similar charters and a variety of such in- 
dependent accommodations.

Putting Your Home on the Market? 





YOU MAY BE ELIGIBLE FOR A $100,000 TAX BREAK 


By LEONARD SLOANE 

The passage of the Revenue Act of 1978 
brought some special tax advantages to 
homeowners over 55 years old who sell 
their residence. This Federal legislation 
features one of the biggest breaks ever 
given to taxpayers. 

The law provides taxpayers with the 
benefit of a one-time, permanent $100,- 
000 exclusion—an accountant’s way of 
saying that $100,000 of the capital gains 
from the sale of your house is non-tax- 
able. Previously, a taxpayer had to be at 
least 65 years of age to benefit from this 
law. The homeowner could exclude 
from his or her capital gains the entire 
profit on the disposal of a home up to a 
selling price of $35,000. The new exclu- 
sion, which helps those homeowners 
who want to rent, move to less expensive 
quarters or those who want to purchase 
another house, is so meaningful that 
some 400,000 Americans took advantage 
of the opportunity last year. According 
to the Treasury Department, that num- 
ber will increase by four percent a year 
and the government’s revenue loss will 
jump from $150 million in 1979 to $429 
million in 1983. 

The $100,000 exclusion—$50,000 for 
marrieds who file their Federal income 
taxes separately—is available with the 
sale of a house, cooperative apartment, 
condominium, house trailer or house- 
boat. But remember that it does not ap- 
ply to the disposition of a vacation 
cottage or a second home in the coun- 
try. It is usable, furthermore, only when 





the taxpayer is at least 55 before the 
title to the home is transferred. 

To qualify, the home must also have 
been owned and occupied as the family’s 
principal residence for at least three of 
the last five years preceding the sale. 
Short, temporary absences, like vaca- 
tions or similar vacancies, are counted as 
periods of use, even if the residence is 
rented during this time. 

Here is a case in point: A house pur- 
chased 30 years ago for $40,000 was sold 
recently for $200,000. The owners had 
made improvements to the house 
totaling $10,000, bringing their cost 
“basis” to $50,000. What's more, their 
selling costs for the real estate broker's 
commission, advertising, legal fees, etc. 
amounted to $12,500. 

Thus, the profit on the sale came to 
$137,500 ($200,000 minus $62,500). 
Using the $100,000 capital gains exclu- 
sion, the family would have to pay taxes 
on just $37,500. 

In calculating the ways that the $100,- 
000 exclusion can be used, there are 
special rules when the house is jointly 
owned by married couples. Such couples 
are treated as a single person for pur- 
poses of the exclusion, and if one spouse 
meets all the requirements, both qualify. 
For example, even if the house is in the 
name of the partner who is not 55 or 
older, this windfall can be taken as long 
as they file a joint tax return, 

There are still other factors to remem- 
ber when considering this tax shelter. 
Prentice-Hall, the tax information serv- 


ice, points out that the house does n\ 
have to be your principal residence 
the time of the sale. As long as you sé 
the house within two years after movi} 
out and it was your principal residen¢ 
for three years before moving, the excl} 
sion is usable. 

This once-in-a-lifetime tax windfall 
also. meaningful because it does nj 
eliminate the traditional home-sale-an¢ 
replacement break. Anyone, regardle 
of his or her age, can still benefit from 
rollover—a deferral of the capital gai 
tax on a sale of a principal residen¢ 
when certain conditions are met in col 
nection with the purchase of another. 

As a general rule, you can escape cu 
rent tax on the profit from the sale of 
home as long as your new home costs | 
least as much as the selling price of tl 
old one and you move into the new res 
dence within 18 months of the sale (2 
months if the replacement house 
new). The Revenue Act authorized tl 
usage of this rollover even if taken mo: 
than once during the year-and-a-half, « 
two-year, period, as long as the secor 
move is job-related. 

Taxpayers who are 65 years or old 
and cannot meet the three-out-of-fiy 
year use test still may qualify for th 
$100,000 exclusion until July 26, 198

To Your Pet’s Health 


CHOOSING THE RIGHT VET 





By MORDECAI SIEGAL 











As in caring for a child, when your dog is 
in pain, your only concern is to find a 
way to heal this important member of 
your family. Whether it’s emergency 
treatment or preventive medicine, to- 
day’s pet owners know that the best 
medical care is administered by the ani- 
mal doctor—the vet. In reality, there is 
little romance to veterinary medicine. 
The work is hard, messy and sometimes 
heartbreaking. If there is anything at- 
tractive about it (beyond writing best 
sellers) it can only be found at the end 
of a day when an exhausted vet wipes 
a tired brow and acknowledges hay- 
ing alleviated pain and prevented suf- 
fering. 

Doctors of veterinary medicine are 
often expensive, difficult to talk to, be- 
hind schedule and overbooked with ap- 
pointments. Their waiting rooms are 
usually as crowded as an ark with dogs, 
cats and parakeets tripping over each 
other while distressed humans hope for 
the best. Ordinarily, no veterinary wait- 
ing room boasts carpeting (for obvious 


reasons.) Taking your pet to a veteri- 
narian’s office is not always a happy ex- 
perience unless a life is saved, a wound 
healed, a misery avoided, Who else can 
send you and your animal fri home 
in good health? 

Although there have been rinary 
practices for as long as there been 
domestic animals, it wasn't 1762 
that the first veterinary medic: hool 


was established. It was found Ly- 





ons, France and was created as a result 
of the loss of 200 million cattle in the 
first 50 years of the 18th century. Within 
another half-century, more schools were 
flourishing in Europe, and today 185 
schools of veterinary medicine are lo- 
cated throughout the world. In the 
United States alone there are about 
30,000 veterinarians, one-third of whom 
specialize in small animal care. There 
are an additional 10,000 veterinarians 
who engage in both small and large ani- 
mals or mixed practices. Finding some- 
one to take care of your ailing pet is no 
longer a difficult or emotional experi- 
ence. Veterinarians can be found every- 
where. 

Every pet owner sooner or later will 
require the services of a veterinarian. It 
is always best to know which one you 
will be using before your pet becomes 
sick, so choose a veterinarian prior to 
choosing your pet. It’s that important. 
Ideally, a puppy or kitten should be 
given a complete medical examination 
before entering your home and becom- 
ing attached to your family. Some young 
pets have incurable diseases and cannot 
be kept. There is no experience more 
wrenching than coming to love a small 
dog or cat only to give it up. It is also 
wise to select your veterinarian in ad- 
vance in case of an injury in an emer- 
gency situation when there’s no time to 
hunt for a doctor, 

Also, if your new pet has internal or 
external parasites they should be treated 
by a veterinarian before allowing them 
to contaminate your home. 


HOW TO SELECT A VET 
Because most people find a al 
by word of mouth, you should speak t 
pet owners and get a consensus of opin- 
ion about the best ones. Price is no small 
matter and is something you should be 
able to discuss with any veterinarian 
Cleanliness is another major factor 
When you enter a vet’s office observ 
if it is neat and clean. Are members ol 
the staff (including the doctor) wearing 
clean gowns, uniforms or work clothes? 
Are the floors swept and mopped? Are 
animal toileting-accidents cleaned up 
instantly? 

Experienced pet owners know that 4 
veterinarian’s ability to relate to animals 
is important. However, it is not necessary 
for a veterinarian to play with his or hell 
patients. In my opinion, a good veterinar- 
ian doesn’t even have to like animals; he 
or she need only respect them. But you 
do have a right to expect an animal doc 
tor to be skilled and knowledgeabl 
about current standards, practices ie 
advances in modern veterinary medi+ 
cine. Your veterinarian should be con; 
cerned with your pet’s state of health iy 
a caring manner. He or she must be sen4 
sitive to pain and suffering and have 
humane approach to animals and thei 
care. 

In veterinary medicine as in humar 
medicine, a skilled diagnostician is price: 
less. Sparkling new, chrome-plated

Is your veterinariar 
able to maintain your pet’s health and 
cure his ailments? If you can answel 
these questions affirmatively, you have 
made a good choice. 

Try to discern if your veterinarian is 
compassionate, if he or she will answe1 
your questions completely. Is medica! 
service available over the weekends and 
during holidays, especially if you have ar 
emergency? Doctors of veterinary medi! 
cine can be found quickly in the Yellow 
Pages under two headings: “Veterinar. 
ians” and “Animal Hospitals.” Your loca’ 
veterinary medical society is anothei 
good source. 

It is startling to discover how many 
pet owners are unaware of the necessity 
of a complete annual checkup for dog: 
and cats. During the course of the firs 
physical exam, a complete vaccinatior 
program must be initiated. Early immu 
nization helps prevent distemper, hepa 
titis, leptospirosis, parainfluenza anc 
rabies in dogs. For cats, vaccines aré 
given for feline distemper, rhinotrachei 
tis, calici virus, rabies, etc. Local disease 
problems require regional modification: 
of immunization programs. Most impor 
tant, an annual booster shot is requirec 
to maintain the animal’s immunity. 

When your pet is taken for its annua 
check-up, a typical examination shoulg 
include checking both ears, the nose 
mouth, teeth, throat, respiratory system 
spine or musculoskeletal system, skin 
legs, reproductive system, abdomina 
cavity, cardiovascular system and ana 
area, 

Some laboratory tests involving stoo 
samples and drawn blood may be neces 
sary. Anything less is not a complete 
health examination of your pet. 

Some pets require more medical atten’ 
tion than others. Medical histories, healt] 
condition and age help to determine hov 
much care is necessary. A physical exam 
ination for a pet is similar to that giver 
to a human. The veterinarian may checl 
your pet’s temperature, pulse and respi 
ration rate. The general appearance anc 
weight of the animal is carefully noted 
Notes will probably be made on the pet’ 
health history. When your home com 
panion looks or acts sick, do not try hom 
remedies, do not listen to amateur ad 
vice. Make an appointment to see thi 
animal doctor. Your veterinarian is youl 
pet’s best friend—next to vou.

NEGOTIATION IS DETERMINING 


| EXACTLY WHAT FEATURES YOUR 


Launch a detailed inspection of your 
house prior to passing papers, and note 
any fundamental changes or additions 
that must be made in order to accom- 
modate your family’s needs. 

This is important because previously 
owned houses are generally sold in “as 
is” condition, while new houses fre- 
quently include few options. All too of- 
ten notation of shortcomings and subse- 
quent alterations occur at the last min- 
ute, during contract negotiation. 

Rather than wait until the rush of the 
closing to get the features you most 
want, the following checklist will help 
you determine your needs even before 
you go house hunting. Knowing these 
requirements ahead of time will help 
you systematically evaluate potential 
houses and assess their relative merits.

Looking Into Window Insulation 








ROLL-DOWN BLINDS, INTERIOR SHUTTERS, SPECIAL EDITIONS 


By COPERNICUS WATT, A.I.A. 
You can curb winter heating bills with- 
out turning your thermostat down to 55 
degrees or covering your house with four 
inches of urethane board. Simply insu- 
late your windows. It’s an eftective alter- 
native that can result in considerable 
savings. 

Window insulation, better known, 
perhaps, as night insulation or thermal 
shuttering, is simply an insulated cover- 
ing—usually in the form of blinds, cur- 
tains or shutters—to put over your win- 
dows at night. 

Is it worthwhile? The average new 
house today contains about 500 square 
feet of glass. The capacity for a wall to 
contain heat is measured in R-value; 
-double-glazed thermal window glass has 
an R-value of 1.6, compared with an R 
of 15 for the normal, fully insulated stud 
wall. Obviously, then, in a period when 
were concerned with the smallest nu- 
ances of insulation, windows present a 
major conservation opportunity; in some 
houses, they account for more than 30 
percent of the total heat loss. Possible 
savings of 25 cents a square foot of glass 
in a 5,000 degree day location (such as 
New York City) have been claimed for 
window insulation. 

If youre now thinking of running 
right out and getting window insulation, 
here are some things you should look for. 
First, R-value: it’s certainly important, 
but remember that the law of diminish- 
ing returns applies here, and an R-8 
blind will not save you twice as much 
energy as an R-4. Secondly, adaptabil- 
ity: which insulator will fit your condi- 
tion? Many require a deeper interior 
indowsill than normal; others require 
enormous valances that seriously affect 
our room’s appearance. Shutters are 
best suited to conditions where they can 
fold against a wall. Third, durability: 
ost shutters, for instance, will long out- 
ive fabric and Mylar blinds. But remem- 
ber that most of the blinds discussed 
here will have a payback period of only 
itwo or three years. And then, consider 
‘wppearance: window insulation is highly 
Wisible. Most fabric or plastic blinds are 
available in a very small range of colors, 
while shutters can be painted to suit. 

All effective window insulation is de- 
signed to prevent infiltration: if the in- 
sulation doesn’t fit tightly at sides and 
d0ttom, convection currents are set up 
hat can make you lose heat faster with » 
he insulation than without it.

Because the space between 
insulator and glass must be dead air 
nearly all of the devices we'll conside1 
are received in track at the sides and 
have bottoms that are either weighted to 
rest on a sill or clamped in some way. 

What are the disadvantages of win- 
dow insulators? For one, you must close 
them every night to achieve any results— 
some people find this demanding. Oth- 
ers object to their appearance, citing the 
track at the sides, or the heavy valances 
on some models. Finally, condensation 
occurs with any of the interior insula- 
tors: if your room is moderately humid, 
the air trapped between insulation and 
glass becomes too cold to hold that mois- 
ture, and is deposited on the cold sur- 
face of the glass, where it freezes. When 
the sun shines, or the insulator is re- 
moved, the water melts and forms pud- 
dles on the window sill. For this reason, 
never use interior window insulation in a 
kitchen or bathroom (in a greenhouse, 
the water is, presumably, welcome) or 
anywhere that a high level of winter hu- 
midity is essential to your comfort. 

If you can live with these drawbacks, 
you should seriously consider window 
insulation. Its payback time is usually

The R- 
value of Hi-R Shade is among the high- 
est of the window insulation products. 
2. Window-Quilt Insulating Shade: Ap- 
propriate Technology Corp., Brattle- 
boro, VT 05301, R-value: 5.5. Quilted 
fabric exterior, polyester and Mylar in- 
terior. Very bulky valance (12 by 12 
inches), chain driven cord roller. One 
available only in “Champagne” color at 
this time. Approximately $3.75 per 
square foot. 

3. Thermoshade: Solar Engineering 
Components, Lionville, PA 19353, R- 
value: 5.8. Made of rigid plastic slats 
that interlock to form a dead air space 
when unrolled. Storage box at top varies 
in size depending on height of opening; 





averages about 8 by 8 inches. Presents a 
smooth white surface when down. Pro- 
vides security as well as insulation. Ap- 
proximately $6 per square foot, in- 
stalled. 


EXTERIOR ROLL-DOWN BLINDS 

1. Pease Ever-Strait Rolling Shutters, 
P.O. Box 510, New Castle, IN 47362. 
Like the Rolladen, described below, this 
design has been popular in Europe for 
years, where they were used primarily 
for security reasons. This type of shutter 
obviously cannot be made in custom 
sizes. Pease makes them in a wide vari- 
ety of sizes to fit American stock window 
and sliding glass door sizes. They cost 
between $120 and $300 per opening. 
When the blinds are not quite fully 
closed, they admit a very fine filagree of 
light which makes them attractive for 
summer use. To be of any summer bene- 
fit, a shade must cut off the sun before it 
penetrates the glass. Controls are on the

2. Rolladen Shutters, American German 
Industries, Inc., 14611 North Scottsdale 
Rd., Scottsdale, AZ 85260. Similar to 
the Pease, but also offers a model made 
of handsome wood strips. With com- 
parable ability to allow a filtered light to 
enter, the Rolladen has another great ad- 
vantage: it can be tilted out to form a 
delightful summer awning. 


INTERIOR SHUTTERS 
1. Insulshutter, 401 Main St., Silt, CO 
81652 makes two lines of well-made 
birch shutters over a polyurethane core 
with foil and a dead air space. Both have 
a 9.4 R-value; the recessed panel model 
is $7.50 per square foot, the flush model 
$5.57 per square foot. They can be made 
up to 80 inches in height, 16 inches in 
width (permitting a 64-inch maximum 
opening) and all are 1%: inches thick. The 
shutters interlock tightly when closed. 
2. Homesworth Corp., 34 Cumberland 
St., Brunswick, ME 04011, sells a kit, 
complete with hardware and weather- 
stripping, in three basic sizes for the low 
price of $30 per window. This is a bud- 
get product designed to be covered in 
your own fabric, Its R-value is 4.

WHILE GREENHOUSE SALES are in- 
creasing, consumers are often unaware of 
the high fuel costs that accompany green- 
house maintenance. 

There are several insulation methods for 
existing greenhouses: exterior shutters and 
shades, thermal blankets and rigid insula- 
tion panels (these must be removed by day, 
and replaced at night. ) 

A traditional and low-cost alternative for 
greenhouse insulation is to apply a layer of 
polyethylene film to the inside of the green- 
house, creating an air space for insulation. 


Plastic Bubble Insulation 
A few years ago, experienced gardeners be- 
gan experimenting with plastic bubble pack- 
ing material for insulation. This material, 
applied directly to the inside of glass, fiber- 
glass or plastic film greenhouses results in 
substantial fuel savings. The Sealed Air 
Corp. conducted independent laboratory 
tests on their product, AirCap, and found that 
it reduced fuel consumption by 30 percent. 
A bubble sheeting is now manufac- 
tured specifically for greenhouse use: It is} 
6 millimeters thick with a special ultra violet 
inhibitor which aids in product life and pro- 
tects plants. Charley Yaw of Charley’s 
Greenhouse Supplies conducted a series of 
tests on the sheeting and found it superior. 
Bubble sheeting diminishes light transmis- 
sion. AirCap transmits 88 percent of the visi- | 
ble light (glass transmits about 98 percent). 
The material is translucent, so light travels 
along the material to all parts of the green- 
house, minimizing initial light loss. 
Bubble sheeting can be applied in many 
ways. It can be stapled directly to wood 
greenhouse frames, or can be applied with 
double-faced tape and water. The tape keeps 
sheets in place, and the water holds the 
material directly against glass. AirCap bub- 
ble adhesive is a new water-soluble product 
which is easy to apply, and can be left in 
place year round. It is an especially good 
method for glass greenhouses.

house and unlocked the door leading into this new building, “has replaced the 

original barn, which was removed from this site to another part of the property.” 
He had originally planned to build a perfectly round building, like a Shaker barn, which 
would have been in keeping with Shaker features in the house and other buildings on the place. He found before he was 
too far along in the plans that an octagonal building would permit better display area within. We walk a few steps down 
to the main floor and turn to face a broad native granite fireplace in a central chimney that rises to the conical roof 
topped by a glass cupola. Lancet windows, slits let into the eight building angles, light the interior from every side. 
One half the area is open from floor to roof; the other half is gallery floor on two levels, reached by a superb staircase 
curving halfway around the chimney.

Mi artha works all day with party food—pastry, 
confectionery. “When I’m catering, I’m con- — 
stantly tasting,” she notes, “‘so I skip lunch. But I | 
always eat a regular breakfast—eggs from my 
hens, juice and a special tea’’ She also farms four 
acres, and says, “gardening’s exercise—so dinner 
is important. My husband and I dine late and 
lightly, on stir-fried vegetables or pasta or a 
simple meat like broiled chicken or sautéed veal 
scallopini. We only drink mineral water ora 
glass of good white wine.” Her specialty? “I get a 
kick out of cooking as quickly as possible. 
And spending as little as possible. A pound 
of meat should feed four.” 





Each of the chefs we interviewed graciously volunteered to 
share a favorite recipe from his or her personal store. Of the 
one below, Perla Meyers says: “This is one of my typical quick 
lunches. It’s made in 10 minutes, easy to do and inexpensive.

Their 
emergence may be the result of our new 


enthusiasm for good food, our new 
awareness of good health, a new search 
for the good life or a perpetual quest for 
new tastes. 

For whatever reasons, they are more 
and more the drinks people choose when 
what they want is not a jolt but a mild 
mellowing. They are also the drinks peo- 
ple choose when they want to savor the 
beverage they drink and especially, 
when they want to savor the food that 
follows.

percent by volume. 

ee Low alcohol drinks are 

those with an alcohol content that falls 

between just below four percent and 
about 20 percent. 

Ed Friedrich, winemaker of San Mar- 
tin Vineyards in California and an ex- 
ponent of low alcohol wines, says, “High 
alcohol content tends to reduce the taste 
bud’s ability to detect and acknowledge 
complex nuances ...”. 

Mr. Friedrich’s own innovative “soft” 
varietals are flavorful, fruity wines made 
with 10 percent alcohol, the state’s cur- 
rent legal minimum. Now—in part a 
response to the success of the “soft” vari- 
etals and in part because Americans 
generally are showing a preference for 
lighter drinking—the California State 
Food and Drug Section is permitting 
wineries to produce wines lower in alco- 
hol for market testing. (The wines must 
be at least 7 percent, however, to meet 
Federal Government requirements. ) 

But even before this experimentation, 
there is a stream of beverages that offers 
low alcohol and high flavor to enjoy be- 
fore meals, during meals and between 
meals.

Dry white wine is en- 
joying center stage among 
apéritifs these days. Gain- 
ing in popularity are dry 
rosés such as those from 
California made of Caber- 
net Sauvignon or Pinot 
Noir and those from 
Tavel in France. 

Vermouth—long the 
king of apéritifs—is an 
ancient drink that has its 
roots in Homeric Greece and its rebirth 
in 18th-century Italy. The base of ver- 
mouth is white wine, but the ultimate 
character and flavor of vermouth comes 
from the infusion of botanicals—some- 
times as many as 50 kinds of herbs, seeds, 
leaves, plants, flowers, barks, peels, 
roots and spices. There are two major 
types of vermouth—dry and sweet. While 
dry vermouth’s greatest popularity 
comes from its role in the martini, it can 
readily stand on its own. Try it on the 
rocks. With soda. Flavored with a sliver 
of lemon, orange or lime peel. Or, pour 
equal amounts of sweet vermouth and 
dry vermouth over the rocks and add a 
bit of lemon. Vermouth’s alcohol content 
averages about 16 percent to 19 percent. 

Wine-based proprietary apéritifs, 
those one-of-a-kind drinks that come 
mostly from Europe, are made in a man- 
ner similar to vermouth and have com- 
parable alcohol contents. 
They are different from 
vermouth, however, in that 
each one is produced from 
its own secret formula of 
botanicals and many have 
the added __ individuality 
that a touch of quinine 
gives. Among the propri- 
etaries imported to the 
United States are Lillet, 
Byrrh, Dubonnet and 
St. Raphael red. 


ineau des Charentes is a 
400-year-old French apéri- 
tif (17 percent alcohol) 
that has only lately come 
to the United States under 
the Reynac label. A blend 
of white wine and Cognac, 
Reynac Pineau is a versatile 
drink that offers a delicious, 
lightly sweet, unique taste. 

Among fortified wines, which average 
about 17 percent to just over 20 percent, 
fino and amontillado sherries, with their 
dry, nutty flavors, make crisp apéritifs. 
Dry white Port is an agreeable apéritif. 
And Sercial, the driest Madeira, makes 
an exceptionally satisfying, tangy, be- 
fore-dinner drink. 

Kir, or vin blanc cassis as it was known 
when it started life in Burgundy, is a 
fashionable apéritif made of dry white 
wine with a bit of créme de cassis added 
—never more than a teaspoon and pref- 
erably, a few drops. 

Or try what many feel is the most ele- 





gant apéritif of all—chilled, 
dry Champagne. 


WITH MEALS: Champagne 
can be the drink of the din- 
ner as well, depending on 
the food that is served. If 
the meal is planned around 
light meats, poultry or fish 
rather than hearty beef, 
lamb or stews, Champagne 
can continue from apéritif 
through the main course. 
Dry, still wines, both red 
and white, are the classic 
complements to a meal. All

specialties, highly seasoned meats such | 


as pastrami and Alsatian and German 
food, such as choucréute, go well with 
beer. Beer is fresh and zesty and aver- 
ages from just under 4 percent to about 
8 percent alcohol. 


BETWEEN MEALS: The low alcohol 
drinks that satisfy before and during 
meals also satisfy between meals—on a 
weekend afternoon, at a party or when 
the evening looms long. 

Beer, cider and wine, for example, all 
make for easy sipping. And many 
sweeter wines, in fact, are best enjoyed 
by themselves, between meals. 

Fruit wines (those made of fruits 
other than grapes) are also pleasant af- 
ternoon wines. One that recently arrived 
in the United States is Babycham, a 
mildly sweet wine made of pears and 
apples. Imported from England, Baby- 
cham is very lightly effervescent and 
has about 8 percent alcohol. 

Madeiras, Sherries and Ports of all 
persuasions—from dry to sweet—are won- 
derful, leisurely drinks. A tasty mixed 
drink is the Porto Flip: tawny Port with 
a raw egg yolk and one teaspoon sugar 
shaken well and poured over crushed ice. 
Top with cinnamon. Or, substitute Sher- 
ry, top with nutmeg and call the drink a 
Sherry Flip. 

A cold winter’s day calls for a hot wine 
lemonade—2 ounces of red wine, the 
juice of % lemon, 1 teaspoon sugar com- 
bined in a glass; add boiling water and a 
twist of lemon peel. 

A hot summer’s day calls for a cold 
wine spritzer—red or white wine—choose 
one of the lighter, fruitier wines—and 
club soda poured over ice cubes. 

Despite the variety of low alcohol 
drinks, however, there are still manv 
people who prefer the bite and snap 
that high alcohol gives. For these people, 
a reminder: alcohol contents are quoted 


“by volume.” Thus, if you take a glass 
of 80-proof liquor which, undiluted, rep- 
resents 40 percent alcohol, blend that 
liquor half with soda or water, you’ve

Here’s a great idea for owners of micro- 
wave ovens who have neither the time 
or inclination to take a cooking course. 

Shirley Cytron-Corden of the Micro- 
wave Workshop in Los Angeles has had 
many years of experience in teaching. 
Her introductory class in microwave 
cooking is now available on a cassette 
tape titled “Microwave Cooking Made 
Easy.” In it, this expert outlines the 
basic information that everyone needs to 
get the most from a microwave oven. 
The questions that are always asked 
about microwave are fully answered, in- 
cluding those of safety. She explains 
about government standards and indus- 
try requirements that assure the com- 
plete safety of the appliance. 

Ms, Cytron-Corden covers cookware 
and tells what is best and why. In the 
section on cooking, she tells you how to 
position and arrange foods and why 
standing time is almost as critical as 
cooking time. She suggests that micro- 
wave be combined with conventional 
cooking, which can save time and avoid 
problems. The cooking hints she sug- 
gests you try can help build confidence.

wave cooking, but converting conven- 
tional recipes to the faster cooking is 
confusing until you understand the rea- 
sons for making recipe changes. An ex- 
cellent book by Barbara Methven titled 
Recipe Conversion for Microwave covy- 
ers this subject thoroughly in an easy-to- 
understand way. Not only does it tell 
you how, but step-by-step color photos 
show you how. 

Typical traditional recipes are part of 
each chapter of the book, which covers 
Meat and Main Dishes, Fish, Vegetables, 
Breads, Desserts and other categories, 
When you match up one of your own 
favorite recipes with one in the book, 
you will immediately see how it can b 
adapted. Necessary changes are circled 
in red and following is the totally con- 
verted recipe and color photos. 

It may surprise you to find how many 
recipes need only a change in the cook- 
ing utensil or timing. For example a 
Ham and Macaroni recipe is the same for 
conventional or microwave oven. But in- 
stead of 50 to 60 minutes cooking time 
in a pre-heated oven, microwave timing 
is just 20 minutes.

When asked how he started this unusual 
collection, Mr. Barenholtz, co-founder of 
Creative Playthings, replies that toy col- 
lecting was his first interest, but when 
it became difficult to find specific toys, 
he decided to collect folk art, as well. Af- 
ter he began acquiring primitive paint- 
ings and carvings, he realized that he 
‘vas often adding to his toy collection. 

Any doubt the visitor may have about 
mixing folk art and toys is soon put to 
rest. “Folk art, particularly the small, 
sculptural and mechanical pieces, are 
really toys. Grownups design and make 
toys for themselves. These whimsies, for 
example, were made by adults for their 
own amusement but perhaps were often 
passed off as amusements for the chil- 
dren,” Barenholtz explains. 

* * Sd 


Only a small part of the Barenholtz col- 
lection, perhaps a third, is on display at 
one time; the rest is kept in storage to be 
drawn upon when the exhibit is changed 
or for loans to museums, The present dis- 
play consists of many mechanical toys, 
an outstanding array of sixty cast-iron 
coaches and a substantial representation 
of trade vehicles (milk carts, delivery 
vans, etc.). 

Although this is a private museum, 
Barenholtz is amenable to lending cer- 
tain pieces to other museums or historical 
societies. During the Bicentennial years, 
a considerable representation from his 
collection was on loan to Williamsburg. 

* i * 

The pristine condition of these toys is 
remarkable. Is it necessary to retouch 
paint or do any serious restoration? 
“Seldom,” Mr. Barenholtz replies. He 
learned long ago not to be tempted by a 
piece not in first-rate condition—unless 
it is extremely rare. He refined his collec- 
tion as he went along, weeding out the 
second-rate pieces. “I never buy any- 
thing that I do not really like.” He 
smiles, “It has to jump down off the wall 
or shelf into my arms.” 

Early in his collecting career, he often 
made mistakes, hastily picking up an ap- 
parent bargain or convincing reproduc- 
tion. “I call these ‘study pieces, ” he 
says. “One can learn more from a fake 
than a lesson in humility because of be- 
ing taken in. You can study that piece 
and find out why it was wrong and, fur- 
ther, why it was made wrong! You are 
enlightened about the methods of chi- 
canery; you can learn a lesson in human 
nature about those who falsify.” 

% * * 
“There are definite trends in collecting,” 
he says. Mechanical toys of all kinds are 
a good investment, a great satisfaction. 
As collection enthusiasms broaden, good 
toys become rare, less available, hence 


costlier. But there are always new kinds 
of toys. When certain toys are no longer 
made, they immediately become collec- 
tible. 

Is Barenholtz still adding to his 20- 
year-old collection? He responds that 
he no longer acquires pieces in those 
categories he has already completed, like 
the coach collection, unless it is ex- 
tremely rare or unusual. He turns to 
indicate a few art objects around us. 
“Again, we have toys, grownup toys in| 
these folk art examples. Here, for in- 
stance, from a Mexican artist with tre- 
mendous imagination.” He picks up a 
snake coiled at his feet, a deadly creature 
baring realistic carved bone fangs, its 
6-foot long body made of soft-drink bot- 
tle caps tightly strung together to give 
weight, flexibility and the semblance of 
scales. “A superb piece, whimsical, 
alive.” 

* * * 

We had completed the tour and stood in 
an alcove looking out through the win- 
dow toward Mount Monadnock. “But 
there is always the unique, the irresis- 
tible,” he continues, “Just a few months) 
ago these came into my possession. He 
waves toward a pair of portraits: a 
brother and sister; the girl is cradling a 
doll, the boy is holding a small Sheffield 
pottery bank. The paintings themselves 
are outstanding examples of folk art; and 
the unique feature is that in glass-cov- 
ered stands in front of each portrait are 
the actual toys shown in the portraits, 
the doll in one, the Sheffield pottery 
bank in the other. The portraits, painted 
in 1845 by Joseph Whiting Stock, have 
been kept together over the years and 
the toys kept with the portraits.

Almost everybody is collecting some- 
thing these days. I know toddlers who 
collect bears. Their small rooms are over- 


whelmed with bears. Yet they know 
which bear is which and will gladly in- 
troduce me to each one by name and 
give me a short history of its purchase, 
its preference in clothing, its ailments 
and age. These two- and three-year-olds 
are already seasoned collectors, request- 
ing more and different bears, trading 
bears, buying books on bears, comparing 
bears and rearranging bears.

Musician 
Margie Barab answers, “The things I re- 
spond to are bridges between my con- 
scious and unconscious. They help me 
make connections to past events and feel- 
ings I wouldn’t be aware of otherwise.”

How Home Warranties 





By LEONARD SLOANE 

If your newly bought home has sprung a 
leak or a ceiling beam has become dis- 
lodged, you may have a recourse: War- 
ranties are now available on homes. 

Just as with a car or appliance, this 
warranty is a pledge of responsibility by 
the seller for the quality or suitability of 
a product. The seller, in effect, is telling 
you that if anything goes wrong with his 
product, he will repair or replace it in 
accordance with his written contract. 

The principal advantage of a home 
varranty is that you are no longer de- 
pendent on the goodwill of the builder 
or seller. You have a formal guarantee of 
good workmanship and materials—issued 
by the builder or seller and backed up by 
a third party such as an insurance com- 
pany—and a promise that youll get a 
prompt response and satisfaction if prob- 
lems arise. What’s more, a warranty is 
generally transferable, so you may be able 
to get a higher price when you sell a 
home with a warranty than without one. 

The cost of a warranty will vary de- 
pending on the type and degree of pro- 
tection it offers. A warranty on a new 
home is paid for by the builder, but this 
cost will probably be reflected in the sell- 
ing price of the house. For an existing 
home, a warranty (taken out by either 
the buyer or the seller) could cost. be- 
tween $100 and $300, with one factor in 
this charge being the dollar limitation 
for repair claims. 

The best known home warranty pro- 
gram is the one offered by the Home 
Owners Warranty Corp.—a creation of 
the National Association of Home Build- 
ers (NAHB )—founded in 1973. Modeled 
after a widely used program in England, 
the corporation established a program in 
the United States, which many builders 
now use as the keystone of their market- 
ing efforts. 

Today, the corporation, a subsidiary of 
the NAHB, administers the broad-scale 
Home Owners Warranty, or HOW, pro- 
gram. Some 600,000 homes ($19 billion 
worth of housing), constructed by about 
15,000 builders in 44 states, have been 
covered by this voluntary warranty- 
insurance system.

dards for workmanship and materials— 
and a policy from the INA Underwriters 
Insurance Co., which underwrites these 
obligations. Thus, the program is de- 
scribed as one with both warranty and 
insurance characteristics. 

The heart of the obligations under 
HOW is a guarantee of protection of 
single-family homes, townhouses and 
condominiums against major structural 
defects for 10 years after purchase. In 
the first year, the builder promises to 
make good on any failure to meet the ap- 
proved building standards and to guar- 
antee the absence of major structural de- 
fects, including faulty insulation, failure 
of beams or other supporting elements 
and major weakening in the foundation. 

During the second year, the builder 
agrees to warrant against major struc- 
tural defects, as well as to be responsible 
for the wiring, piping and ductwork in 
the home’s plumbing, electrical and heat- 
ing systems. And for the remaining eight 
years, the insurance provides protection 
against significant structural defects not 
only for the original owner but also for 
subsequent purchasers of the house. 
Significant structural defects are defined 
as actual damage to the load-bearing 
portions of the house and exclude such 
problem areas as leaking roofs and gut- 
ters, plastering, flooring and other fin- 
ishes and gaps or wet rot in doors, win- 
dow frames and other millwork. 

A key to the development of the HOW 
program is the provision that the insur- 
ance company will back the builder’s 
written warranty if for any reason he 
cannot or will not perform as promised. 
As a result, the financial obligations of 


builders who by accident or intent do, 


not fulfill their warranty are endorsed 
by a major insurance company—a 
service for which all builders in the 
program pay a fee of $2 per 
$1,000 of the home’s selling price. 
The Home Owners War- 
ranty Corp. also allows mort- 
gage holders of HOW-insured 
houses to be joint beneficiaries 
with home owners on claims of 
more than $1,000. This has 
resulted in some lending in- 
stitutions—such as banks or 
savings and loan associations— 
offering preferential interest 
rates to buyers of homes with 
the HOW warranty. 
In addition, the program 
has an inexpensive built-in 
procedure for complaint 
handling and dispute 
settlement through 


































conciliation and arbitration by a neutral 
party. Almost 80 percent of the disputes 
that could not be settled between home 
buyer and home builder have been re- 
solved through conciliation. The remain- 
der have been handled either through 
arbitration or legal action. 

The success of HOW, moreover, has 
been instrumental in bringing about the 
recent enactment of a state law in New 
Jersey requiring home builders to regis- 
ter and provide specific new home war- 
ranties. This law—the first such legisla- 
tion in the nation, followed by a similar 
one in Minnesota—accepts the HOW 
program as an alternative to the state 
warranty program and has many of the 
same characteristics. 

Another indication that the home war- s 
ranty movement has picked up steam in 2 
the United States is the passage by many § 
legislatures of implied warranty laws re- 5 
quiring builders to repair structural de- § 
fects. And some court rulings, including 5 
one in Colorado, have extended the pe- 8 
riod of time in which builders are re- 9 
quired to perform this work.

With more than three million pre-owned 
houses sold annually, the association re- 
alized that insurance or warranty protec- 
tion would be a substantial factor in 
encouraging additional business. Conse- 
quently, its Home Protection Program, 
instituted in 1974 and still covering only 
a small fraction of resold homes, is de- 
signed to disclose material defects in the 
basic structural and functional compo- 
nents of the property and to minimize 
the loss to the buyer from such undis- | 
closed defects. . 
Working through private insurance 
and warranty companies that have been 
authorized to participate in the program, 
the association developed two types of 
plans: inspection and noninspection. 
Seven major categories are covered 
under the inspection plan, including the’ 
structural soundness of the exterior and. 
interior walls (such as floors and ceil- 
ings), foundation, basement and roof. 
Under the noninspection plan, coverage 
is provided for the central heating 
system, the interior plumbing system 
(including the hot-water heater), the 
electrical system and the central air-con- 
ditioning system. Coverage options in« 
clude a fee in these plans and encom- 
pass appliances (such as ovens, ranges 
and dishwashers ), septic tanks and wells’ 
and provide reimbursement for expenses 
connected with alternative living quar-— 
ters when a covered defect makes the | 
house uninhabitable. 
The Home Protection Program, of- 
fered by participating realtors to either | 
buyers or sellers of resale homes, calls for | 
a deductible of between $25 and $100 
per occurrence to minimize excessive or 
frivolous claims. The minimum term of | 
protection extends for 18 months from 
the date of inspection or 12 months from_ 
the date of closing, whichever is shorter. 
Both the Home Owners Warranty and 
the Home Protection Program are self- 
regulatory programs that give home 
buyers an extra measure of safety against | 
unanticipated defects. So when house-— 
hunting, think of these programs as two 
important considerations in choosing a 
home for your family. ™

ABOUT ENERGY

Conserving energy at home need not be 
restricted to insulating roofs, walls, win- 
dows and furnaces. Consider, for exam- 
ple, electric resistance heating units in 
several rooms to be used as spot heaters. 
By using these heaters just when you 
need them, you can keep the central 
heating thermostat turned down to 55 
degrees all through the day. 

Imagine a family where at least one 
member does not leave for work until 
midmorning, after which time the house 
is empty. A normal winter routine would 
be to have the thermostat set at 55 de- 
grees overnight, come on at 65 degrees 
around 7:30 A.M. when everyone gets 
up, then set back down for a while 
when the last family member goes to 
work, But if you had electric resistance 
heating units in the bathrooms and 
kitchen, you could leave the thermostat 
at 55 degrees all day, until shortly before 
the first person returned from school or 
work. The bathroom thermostats could 
be set to provide a toasty environment 
for the morning washing and then turn 
themselves off. The kitchen would be 
comfortable with just a little electric re- 
sistance help, by virtue of the heat given 
off by stove, people and lights. But by 
eliminating the furnace cycle necessary 
to warm up an entire cold house and 
keep it that way from, say 7:30 P.M. to 
10:30 P.M., enormous savings could be 
made, 

Note that this solution depends on the 
limited use of electric resistance heat as 
prolonged use is costly. But for sheer 
flexibility, it can’t be beat; no cther sys- 
tem lets you heat only one room for short 
but necessary periods, permitting mini- 
mum use of the entire house’s central sys- 
tem. If you want to heat only one room 
for long periods, consider a small wood 
stove or, if the room in question has a 
southern exposure, some form of passive 
solar with electric resistance backup.

SOWING TIPS 


¥ Milled sphagnum moss is a good ster- 





ile sowing medium. It discourages damp- 


ing-off disease, a fungus problem com- 
mon to many seedlings. 

¥ Incorporate sphagnum moss in any 
sowing mix, or sprinkle some on the top 
of your favorite medium. 

¥ Moistening sphagnum moss can be 
made easier by using hot water. 

¥ You can’t be too clean; if you suspect 
contamination, sterilize the medium by 
placing-it in a pan or open roasting bag 
and baking the medium at 180 degrees 
until it reaches that temperature, about 
an hour. This temperature kills harmful 
bacteria without destroying beneficial 
microorganisms. 

¥ Any medium you use should be finely 
sieved to allow roots to penetrate easily, 
JV For effective drainage, add sand or 
perlite. 

V Water newly planted seeds from the 
bottom, so as not to dislodge them, by 
placing containers in saucers of water. 
¥ Always keep medium moist; even 
cacti seedlings need constant moisture 
during and after germination. 

¥ Any container must have drainage 
holes. If you're using a recycled one 
such as a paper food tub, be sure to 
make holes. 

¥ Containers must be clean; clay pots 
should be put in a kettle in cool water 
that is then brought to a boil. Plastic 
pots and recycled containers should be 
washed in hot, soapy water with a little 
bleach and rinsed thoroughly. 





V Do not open seed packets until you © 


are ready to sow. 


¥ Sow seeds to a depth equaling their — 


own thickness (i.e., %-inch seeds are 
sown % inches below the surface). 

¥ Tiny seeds such as microscopic be- 
gonias (2,000,000 to the ounce) should 
be lightly sprinkled on the surface.

Can you shed 
any light on its age, origin, value and 
whether it is safe to polish?

A. James Dixon and Sons is an English 
manufacturer of plated silverware. The 
firm started in 1806 in Sheffield, England, 
and is still in existence. Early pieces were 
either Britannia ware (a pewterlike

began making electroplated pieces in 
1848.

Do not use scouring 
powder or steel wool.

A. A spool-turned bed like yours is 
sometimes called a “Jenny Lind.” In most 
cases, the square corners of the footboard 
indicate that the bed was made before 
1850. The method of bending the spool- 
turned posts was developed after 1850. 

Beds from this period used rope lac- 
ings to hold the mattress. By about 1860, 
slats and mattresses were preferred, al- 
though laced beds were made until the 
end of the 19th century. The mechanism 
for tightening your canvas mattress sup- 
port is unusual.

A. The mark on your plates was used by 
the Steuben Glass Works of Corning, 
New York from about 1903 to 1932.

You may own a set of opal table- 
ware with Cintra edges. Cintra is a pale, 
pinkish-purple color. Any glassware 
marked “Steuben” is collected but value 
varies with the type and color of glass.

GREEK TO ME 


A Backpack Trip for Adults 


FIRST-RATE ADVENTURE AT THIRD-CLASS PRICE

“Syntagma,” the driver announces, 
and we jump off the airport bus at the 
top of the square, slipping our arms 
through the straps of our backpacks. 
Even in corduroy jeans, John and I are 
easily distinguishable from the young 
horde hopping down with us. We are 
here to celebrate our 25th anniversary. 
The base of Syntagma Square is a 
steep downhill walk from the former 
royal palace at its top. I have never worn 
a pack before, and under its unfamiliar 
weight I am soon jackknifed like a dying 
guppy. While I’m sure this rig will be 
just the thing tomorrow on the inter- 
island ferry, I feel distinctly out of my 
element slogging through the heart of 
Athens done up this way. Dazzled by 
the movie star types lolling about the 
sidewalk cafés, disoriented by 30 hours 
without sleep, hoping to be mistaken 
for archaeologists, but appalled at the 
possibility of running into someone we 
know in front of the Hotel Grande Bre- 
tagne, I, mother of many, trustee of the 
library, ask my husband of a quarter 
century, “What are we doing here with 
these ridiculous things on our backs?” 
But of course I know the answer as 
well as he does. With one child in law 
school, two in college and a fourth be- 
ginning to send away for catalogs, we 
had concluded that our closest approach 
to Greece for quite some time would be 
a flip through the Swan Hellenic Cruise 
brochure that arrived the past January. 
Then came one of those months of 
80-hour workweeks that can leave the 
most staunch corporate lawyer deter- 


mined to get away to anywhere as soon 
as the crisis is over. 

Greece was our ultimate anywhere. 
We had always agreed with Dr. Johnson 
that “the grand object of traveling is to 
see the shores of the Mediterranean.” 
So, we had a travel agent book us on an 
off-season excursion fare flight from Bos- 
ton to Athens. 

Determined that the rest of the trip 
not do much more than double the 
air fare, we evolved our modified hippy 
plan: substituting interisland ferries for 
cruise ships or chartered yachts, local 
buses for tour buses, library guidebooks 
for lecturers, Athens’ subway for taxis, 
early suppers in tavernas for the usual 
9 and 10 p.m. dinners in real restaurants 
(you don’t go to Greece for the food any- 
way). We erased the late-night high 
life of plate-smashing bouzouki dances 
and drafts of ouzo for a policy of early- 
to-bed and early-to-rise. We opted for 
backpacks instead of luggage, and 
Arthur Frommer’s “Greece on $10 a 
Day” instead of “Fielding’s (Continued)

Guide to Europe.” We did, however, re- 
serve the right to splurge on rental cars 
and airplanes when the available alterna- 
tives would restrict our ability to see 
what we wanted within our three weeks 
(and on hotels when our spirits, our 
grubbiness or the local C-class offerings 
might fall below a tolerable par). 

We would bring along no more than 
what we could carry easily on our backs, 
but enough to allow for comfort and ac- 
cess anywhere. We read all we could the 
month before we left, then toted only 
two guides: Frommer’s to lead us to ho- 
tels and restaurants and Hachette’s 
“World Guide to Greece,” a narrow win 
over the Blue Guide because of its handy 
colored strings, making it possible, for 
instance, to read about the ruins at Knos- 
sos on a windy day at the site without 
losing either the map of all Crete or the 


chapter on the Minoans. 

Paperbacks don’t come with strings, 
and we keep losing Frommer’s map of 
Athens as we look up his hotel addresses. 
We are discovering that Greek addresses 
are very easy to lose, and not just be- 
cause the incredible traffic speed is a 
horrifying distraction. It’s that different 
alphabet and its remarkably nonuniform 
translations into the Western alphabet. 
(Pireefs and Piraeus are the same port 
of Athens.) For instance, we are trying 
to find the corner of Xenofontos and 
Filellinon streets. We look up at the 
street sign. Some of the letters corre- 
spond to those on the map, others are 
in Greek characters. By the time we 
figure out Xenofontos we have forgotten 
Filellinon. 

“It’s like Chinese food,” John says. “It 
doesn’t stay with you very long.” But 
we've drawn a bead on Frommer's best 
C-class offering now. I readjust my pack 
and we are off. 

“If Greek men are the male chauvin- 
ists they're reputed to be,” I tell him, 
“they must really admire you, an Ameri- 
can tourist who’s managed to have his 
wife tote her own luggage all over the 
city.” “No,” he says reflectively, “They 
must be tut-tutting that you aren't carry- 
ing my pack, too.” 

The hotel has three reasons to recom- 
mend it: a good, safe neighborhood, con- 
venient to the Acropolis; a nice little bed-

rate. The other guests all seem to be 
teenagers, counting pennies, like us. 

For the price we don’t expect much 
ambience and are pleased to find the 
sheets, at least, are crackling clean. 
Tempting though they are, our plan is 
to overcome jet lag by staying awake 
until a normal, if early, bedtime. And so 
we hurry off through the Plaka’s twisting 
alleys toward the Acropolis, feeling light 
as birds without our packs. Suddenly, 
rounding a corner, we see as though it 
were in the sky above us, that ruined 
glory of marching columns, the Par- 
thenon. 

After that glimpse, the 200-foot climb 
seems as quick as a flight of stairs. We 
pass through the gate between the Pro- 
pylaea’s two wings and see the three 
other structures that still remain there 
from the fifth century B.C.: the lovely 
little temple of Athena Nike; the Erech- 
theion with the startling whimsy of 
maidens’ statues, the caryatids, taking 
the place of portico pillars; and the co- 
lossal Parthenon itself, temple of Athena, 
its white marble column dominating all 
of Athens and so much of the western 
world’s architecture. ) 

The sun is setting, and we have only 
an hour before closing, but the tour 
buses have left with all their strident- 
voiced, multilingual guides. We revel in 
the silent voice of Hachette and his 
chapter on this sacred place. I think of 
how President Kennedy, at the Berlin 
wall, was moved to say, “I am a Berliner.” 
On this hill, transfixed by this Parthenon, 
I realize that I am a Greek; the roots of 
my civilization are up here. When the 
massive gate is finally closed behind us, 
we decide that if we are called home 
tomorrow, this hour alone will have 
been worth the trip. 

















Tomorrow, in fact, we will leave) 
Athens for the islands. There are five 
we are determined to reach: huge 
Creté, capital of the Minoan civilization; 
Rhodes with its medieval Castle of the 
Knights of St. John and Lindos; vol- 
canic Santorini (or Thera, its ancient 
name which the government understand- 
ably but confusingly prefers to use now); 
Mykonos, the tourists’ favorite; the pic- 
turesque bedroom of nearby Delos, an 
unpopulated island full of sacred ruins. 

Aegina, Hydra or Poros can be seen: 
as day trips out of Athens, and many) 
other islands would be icing on our cake, 
but to make connections to these special) 
five islands, without anxiety about miss- 
ing the plane home, we will do our ferry 
hopping before the land (Continued)

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tour we plan to Delphi, Corinth, Myce- 
nae, Tiryns and Epidauros. 

To see those five sites, we plan to 
effect a Superman-in-the-phone-booth 
change of identity (“from ancient hip- 
pies to ugly Americans” as John says) 
and rent a car. This will cost us slightly 
more than the three-day guided bus tour 
but we'll breathe free. The other alterna- 
tive, visiting these sites as separate day 
trips out of Athens, would waste an un- 
conscionable and exhausting amount of 
time on return trips. Delphi, for ex- 
ample, is more than three hours each 
Way, 

Athens, with its incomparably fasci- 
nating Archaeological Museum and the 
endless fun of people-watching from the 
sidewalk tables of Syntagma Square, we 
will save for last or else to fly to between 
islands in case the ferry situation compels 
us to fly some. (It will.) 

Surprisingly, this capital with well 
over two million inhabitants is not hard 
to see in a very short time. Most of its 
antiquities, both ancient and Byzantine, 
are clustered near each other. The hand- 
some buildings lining the broad boule- 
vards are relatively new. About 150 
years ago only 5,000 people lived here, 
mostly in the tile-roofed Plaka district 
at the base of the Acropolis. 

We have an early supper of moussaka 
in a Plaka taverna where the proprietor 
remembers John warmly from an earlier 
business trip. After walking back to the 
hotel we are almost too tired to wait for 
hot water to be turned on in the bath- 
room down the hall. By 8:15 it is still 
tepid, but we bite the bullet, shower very 
quickly and are fast asleep by 8:30. 

At midnight, our inner alarm clock 
goes off. It is getting-up time in New 
Hampshire. I swallow two aspirins, John 
takes a sleeping pill, and the next thing 
we know it is 6 a.m. We spring out of 
bed, now on Greek time after a long 
night’s sleep.

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In addition to our two guidebooks, 
we have packed Edith Hamilton’s “My 
thology, i Homer's “liad” and Herodo, 
tus’ “Persian War.’ 

With our gear stowed, we pay our bill 
and step out onto the street where the 
light is a faint, anemic blue. We hurry 
to the Monastiraki subway station past 
unopened flea-market stalls. Twenty min- 
utes later, we emerge in Piraeus, clutch- 
ing the steamship schedule we picked 
up yesterday at the airport’s National 
Tourist Organization booth. 

We were warned there 
that all sailings listed were 
subject to change, but not 
that they were almost cer- 
tain to change.

We sign aboard anyway, 
buying two of the least expensive tick- 
ets. We're told that five hours after we 
get there another ferry will come and 
take us to Mykonos. Two years ago, our 
elder son had written us an interesting 
letter from Tinos during a Dartmouth 
College term in Greece and we look for- 
ward to having an unanticipated glimpse 
of the island. 

We're more than pleased with the 
Elli and flabbergasted by her posh ap- 
pointments. In a red-carpeted, glass- 
walled lounge, we order coffee from a 
waiter in snowy white. 

“If this is swine class, what must it 
be like in first class?” John wonders. But 
looking around the room, we decide that 
this must be the first-class lounge. The 
fact that we've been invited to it, to- 
gether with lots of other backpackers, 
and picnicking Greek families, must be 
a bonus of traveling in the underpopu- 
lated off season, helping to offset the 
particular irregularity of the schedules in 
nonpeak seasons. 

We, too, have a picnic breakfast. Ours 
is courtesy of Lufthansa who, by 10 
a.m, yesterday, had served us inflight 
dinner, breakfast and lunch. The French 
couple across the aisle had doubled over 
with laughter at the appearance of a 
mid-morning lunch, but I wrapped up 
enough rolls, butter, jam, cold meat, 
cheese and fruit for two sumptuous pic- 
nics—one for breakfast and one for the 
lunch we'll have later on deck. 

Two Australian nurses ask to share 
our table and we all listen to a young 
American at the next table singing 
“Shenandoah” to his own guitar accom- 
paniment.

“We recycle paper, glass and aluminum, 
so why not houses?” | 

That’s the philosophy practiced by 
Mark and Mary Barrow of Gainesville, 
Florida, who purchased, moved and re- 
stored one of Gainesville’s finest Victor- 
ian homes. It’s their translation of the 
term “adaptive preservation,” and em- 
phasizes the dual aim they had in restor- 
ing an historic house to its original charm 
while making it serve a planned purpose, 

“Our first thought was to save the 
house,” says Mary, a former president 
of Historic Gainesville, Inc., and pro- 
prietor of an antique shop. And then she 
and her husband decided to convert the 
house into four apartments instead of 
maintaining one large family unit. “You'd 
be surprised how many people want ta 
live in an apartment with an old- 
fashioned fireplace, hardwood floors, 
high ceilings and large windows. People 
like to go back to the way things used 
to be.” 

The 4,200-square-foot home was built 
in 1887 by Julius Stark and purchased 
by Dr. John Harrison Hodges, a promi- 
nent pioneer physician, who in 1901, 
added the turret with its curved glass 
windows and the wrap-around porch. He 
used it as a home and an office—and 
sometimes as a hospital. 
























The Barrows found a chance to apply 
their “recycling” philosophy when the 
old home in downtown Gainesville, 
known as the Hodges House, was put 
on sale by a local church for just one 
dollar to anyone willing to move it. If no 
buyer came forth, the church planned 
to demolish the structure. 

Though the purchase price was only 
one dollar, the completed restoration cost 
approximately $80,000 and took from 
August 1978 to May 1979. Moving the 
old structure through 10 downtown) 
blocks cost the Barrows $13,000 with an 
additional $10,000 in fees to the city, 
Laying out a new foundation cost about 
$4,000, and additional expenses were in- 
curred with setting the house so as not 
to damage the original landscape on the 
new site.

DOYOU REALLY KNOW WHAT YOU'RE DRINKING? 





By ROBERT J. MISCH 


“Dry martini, please—make it with Sea- 


gram’s gin.” “Canadian Club—on the 
rocks.” “Scotch and soda—use Chivas.” 
“Bourbon and ginger—Old Fitz if you 
will.” “Gimlet—with Russian vodka.” 
“Cognac straight—make it Hennessy.” 

Where is all this action? At any bar in 
the country. 

Can the customer really distinguish 
Seagram’s gin? Does he know Canadian 
whiskey from a United States blend? 
Chivas—would he know it from Black La- 
bel? Old Fitz—why not Old Grand-Dad, 
or Old Crow? Russian vodka—and after all 
that talk about vodka being “tasteless”! 
Cognac—wouldn’t California brandy do? 

The reason for these 20 questions is 
for you to explore what you know and 
don’t know about a subject you prob- 
ably touch on each day. Of course you 
can enjoy Bourbon or a whiskey sour 
without knowing what goes into it—but 
it’s more fun to know. 

Q. What is a spirit? 

. or liquor or booze or the hard stuff 
or whatever you call it? All of these are 
the same thing—a potable made by “dis- 
tillation.” Distillation is a process 
whereby the constituents of a liquid, con- 
taining more than one substance, are 
vaporized by heat and the vapors recov- 
ered by condensation. For instance, 
when a mix of alcohol and water is 
heated, the alcohol vaporizes at 176 de- 
grees, and the water does not vaporize 
until 212 degrees is reached. So, when 
you heat a mix of alcohol and water, the 
first to vaporize is the alcohol and the 
water is left behind. That is what is 
meant by distilling or “bringing over.” 
That is the basis of what follows.

Q. What types of distillates are there? 

Whiskey—distilled from a fermented 
mash of grain and water. 

Brandy—distilled from grape wine. 

Rum —distilled sugar from cane, beets or 
molasses. 

Gin and flavored vodka—redistilled (rec- 
tified ) spirits in the presence of flavor- 
ing agents for gin and/or flavored 
vodka. 

White alcohols—distilled fruits, berries, 
roots, etc. 

Cordials, liqueurs—distilled fruits, ber- 
ries, herbs, etc., in distilled spirits. 

Q. What type of stills are there? 
The pot still-a metal container for the 
fermented mash which is heated until the 
alcohol is vaporized. A tube, encased in 
a cold water jacket, carries the vapor off 
and permits it to condense back into 
liquid form. Voild. 
The continuous or patent still—this is 
sometimes called the Coffey still, after 
the man who invented it. Instead of 
having to clean out and reload the pot 
after each use, the continuous still is 
what the name implies—continuous. It 
is a huge, tall column with baffles that is 
heated. Liquid is injected. It trickles over 
the baffles, meets superheated steam, 
vaporizes and is drawn off for condensa- 
tion into a spirit. There are many varia- 
tions on these themes. 

Q. What are some of the terms used 

in distillation? 

Proof means the strength or percentage 

of alcohol in a liquid. As commonly used 

for a spirit, multiply the alcoholic con- 
tent by two and the result is proof; for 
example, 50 percent alcohol is 100 proof. 

100 percent alcohol or pure alcohol is 

200 proof; the more common 80 or 86 








proof liquids are 40 percent and 43 per- 
cent alcohol, respectively. Wine and beer 
don’t have proof. Their content of alco- 
hol is reported by volume. 

Congeners, etc., are the flavor ele- 
ments in a distillate and are many, com- 
plex and varied. They include, among 
others, aldehydes, fusel oils, furfural, 
acids, esters, etc. They give a spirit its 
character. 

Aging—Some congeners are pleasant, 

desirable—nay, essential. But some are 
unpleasant. Wood-aging helps to leach 
out, absorb and de-emphasize these. The 
longer the barrel-aging, the more the 
chemistry of the spirit changes, albeit 
often very slowly. But once it is bottled, 
nothing more happens. Unlike table 
wine, which is alive in the bottle and has 
a regular lifespan, spirits are immutable. 
Q. What is whiskey? 
(Note the “e” in whiskey. All American 
and all Irish whiskeys are spelled with 
the “e’; Scotland, Canada dispense with 
the “e”, viz., whisky. ) 

The Gospel, according to Uncle Sam, 
says whiskey is “an alcoholic distillate 
from a fermented mash of grain, distilled 
at less than 90, in such a manner that 
the distillate will have the taste, aroma 
and characteristics attributed to whis- 
key, and withdrawn from the distillery 
at no more than 125 proof and not less 
than 80 proof, and is further reduced 
before bottling to not less than 80 
proof.” 

That’s the technical definition. But, 
there is no plain whiskey per se. There 
are these variations on the theme with 
which you may be familiar.

It is permitted the capital “B” 
because, by vote of Congress, Bourbon was declared a dis- 
tinctive product of the U.S.A. By definition: “Bourbon is a 
whiskey produced at not over 160 proof, from a fermented 
mash of not less than 51 percent corn and stored at not more 
than 125 proof in new oak containers, and bottled at not less 
than 80 proof.” Some variations on Bourbon: 

Straight Bourbon: Aged a minimum of two years. 

Blend of straights: If mixed with other straights. 

Blended Bourbon: If mixed with not more than 49 percent 
neutral spirits. 

Whiskey—a blend: If 20 percent to 49 percent of it is Bour- 
bon. 

Bonded Bourbon: Straight Bourbon, at least four years old, 
100 proof, aged and bottled in a government-supervised ware- 
house. 

Neutral spirits—For mixing. These spirits are distilled at 190 
proof or higher. 

Light whiskey—A new designation since 1972 for whiskey 
distilled between 160 and 190 proof. May be aged in old 
barrels. 

Rye—A whiskey distilled from a mash, but not less than 51 
percent rye. Whatever you've read about “Bourbon,” now 
substitute “rye.” 

Corn—Corn is back-country Bourbon, quite legal, but the 
corn content must be 80 percent minimum, and not 51 per- 
cent. 

Tennessee whiskey—Made the same way as Bourbon, but 
cannot use the name because the resulting whiskey is filtered 
through charcoal, which is not deemed a Bourbon process. 

Sour mash—This is not a type of whiskey, but rather a part 
of the whiskey-making process in which some of yesterday’s 
stillage or “slop” is used to start each day’s fermentation. Al- 
most all whiskeys are made this way today, but only some 
makers put it on the label. 


Q. What is Canadian whisky? 


Here’s Uncle Sam’s definition: “A distinctive product of Can- 
ada, made in compliance with the laws of Canada and con- 
taining no distilled spirits less than two years old, provided 
that such product is a mixture of distilled spirits. Such whis- 
ky is ‘blended Canadian whisky.’ It shall not be designated 
as ‘straight.” This means, Canadian is a whisky made from 
selected grains, primarily corn and some rye, wheat and bar- 
ley, distilled at up to 189 proof rather than 161 of Bourbon. 
It may be aged in charred or uncharred barrels, old or new, 
and must be two years or more old. 

Q. What is Scotch? 

One could answer that question by saying, “Barley, yeast, 
peat, water and pot stills.” Well, distillers use all of these 
things here and there and yonder, vet no one has been able to 
make a decent Scotch outside of Scotland. 

In Scotland they must be doing things right, for today, 14 
percent of the whiskey we drink is Scotch—up from 4 percent 
just after Prohibition. Almost all Scotch is blended of 20 per- 
cent to 40 percent malt whiskies and the rest, grain whiskies. 
The grain whiskies are much like our neutral spirits, distilled 


from maize (corn) in continuous stills at high proof. It is the } 


malt whiskies that give Scotch its character. There are four | 
types: Highland Malts, Lowland Malts, Islays and Campbel- | 
towns. The latter two are produced in small quantity—used 
for flavoring only. The so-called “smokiness” of Scotch is due 
to the drying of the sprouted barley over open peat fires.

BAKED BASS, SCROD, QUICK PAELLA, COQUILLES SAINT JACQUES

With the bountiful and 
varied fish available to- 
day, there are unlimited 
numbers of superb dishes 
that can be prepared and 
cooked in a few minutes 
time. Fish is at its best 
when microwaved and, 
generally, the less you fuss 
with it, the better the re- 
sults. The one and only 
rule is to avoid overcook- 
ing. Being high in mois- 
ure content, fish requires 
a very short cooking time, 
so it pays to use the mini- 
num time suggested in a 
recipe. As soon as its flesh 
an be flaked with a fork, 
he fish is cooked, As a 
eneral rule, fish cooked 
by microwave calls for 3%

_ well-scrubbed deck, we meet a bearded 
Winnipeg lawyer and his 14-year-old 
daughter on their way from Israel to 
Switzerland. His wife, his other three 
hooky-playing children and the Comer 
camper in which they have all been liv- 
ing for the past eight months are all 
below deck. 

Cape Sounion is off to port now and 
the sky is almost painfully blue between 
the pillars of Poseidon’s ruined temple. A 
German business man with a swooping 
red mustache comes over to watch it with 
us, holding the hand of his five-year-old 
daughter. She was born in Boston, and 
her English is as accent-free as our own 
children’s. 

At Syros, the cross port of a hundred 
ships, we snobbishly inspect the ferries 








on both sides of us during the 20 min- 
utes it takes to drop off and pick up 
passengers. Just as we suspected, (and 
experience would soon confirm), we 
have drawn the crop’s cream for our 
maiden voyage on the Aegean. On our 
port side is a rusty scow, and on the 
deck of the grubby ferry to starboard 
the crewmen all smoke as they handle 
the lines. 

Even so, we like this lifestyle enor- 
mously, and we like it even more, we 
think, than we would like the Swan 
Cruise with all its Oxford guest lecturers. 
We may be fooling ourselves on that 
score, but we are certainly not fooling 
our checkbook. 

For less than $2,500, we can spend 
two weeks on the islands and one on the 
mainland. Slightly less than half this 
amount will be air fare from Boston. 
Slightly more than half will cover every- 
thing else: six ferry trips, four in-Greece 
plane flights, three days of car rental on 
Crete and three more on the mainland, 
all hotels, three square meals a day, wine 
and even a modest assortment of take- 
home presents. 

Our sum total will be more like Greece 
on $30 than on $10, a day, but the From- 
mer’s book (which paid for itself on our 
first night’s lodging), is our guide, not 
our goal. We are, after all, middle-aged, 
upper middle-class Americans and at 
least four nights will be spent in A or 
luxury class hotels. 
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Not long after our adventure, Greek 
prices would have ascended. (Frommer’s 
1980 edition is “Yugoslavia and Greece 
on $15 or $20 a Day.”) But the overall 
cost of our particular trip would still be 
a bargain compared with more 
tional overseas travel. 

But all this is in the future. At the mo- 
ment we are sitting on Ellis sun-flooded 
deck chairs, reading Homer on a wine- 
dark sea whose shores, we know already, 
are the grand object of our traveling.

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museum dedicated to the history of the 
Italian national dish. As good luck would 
have it, this is handily near Imperia and 
San Remo, those flowery, sun-basking 
resort towns on the Ligurian Riviera. 

Eventually, in Alfredo’s restaurant in 
Rome, I made the acquaintance of Fet- 
tucine al Alfredo, those angelic “little 
ribbons” bathed in butter, cream and 
cheese, with the maestro himself officiat- 
ing at the bath. But, besides being my 
first taste of this rapturously rich dish, 
this was my first conscious encounter 
with that characteristic Italianate desire 
to make a guest happy, which I think has 
much to do with the yen most guests 
feel to return to this country as soon as 
possible. I ate the pasta with the famous 
golden fork and spoon that the great 
Mary Pickford had used (said Alfredo). 
I didn’t believe him for a minute, be- 
cause there was a decided glimmer of 
gold coming from other tables, too, But 
what a nice man he was, making us feel 
so important, so flattering to my mother, 
so attentive to her rotund daughter. Who 
could quibble at a small, harmless de- 
ception that was only designed to 
please? And in this country, certainly so 
far as tourists go, they do aim to please. 
You may be taken in, as you can be any- 
where in the world, but the takers-in 
have such melting brown eyes, such dis- 
arming charm and such 
winning ways that it’s 
all part of the fun. 

Shelley called Italy the 
“paradise of exiles,” and 
I suppose you could 
stretch a point and call 
all travelers temporary 
exiles from whatever 
worlds they usually in- 
habit. But paradise 
it’s not—except 
perhaps for the 
romantic likes of 
me who get car- 
ried away by 
the sight of 


rose geraniums spilling over an ancient 


stone wall and hear Respighi whenever 
they see the pines of Rome. It is seventh 
heaven for the imaginative who can feel 
past civilizations come to life in Orvieto’s 
“truscan tombs and Agrigento’s Greek 
temples or see Caesar and Brutus and 
Claudius aud Caligula among the 
columns of the Roman Forum and en- 
vision Lucrezia Borgia commissioning 
Florentine silks and poison rings on the 
Ponte Vecchio. For those lucky ones who 
are still able to marvel at the wonder of 
it all and for those who have done their 
historical homework, Italy is a mind- 
bending experience. 

It’s where it’s at for lovers of art, ar- 
chitecture and archaeology and for peo- 
ple who believe that the world should be

full of music, whether it comes from a 
tinkling mandolin, a full symphony or- 
chestra or a fellow whistling his way 
down the street. Bel canto buffs head for 
Milan and La Scala, of course, but 
hardly a town of any size is without its 
own opera house and a highly exacting 
audience. I’m told that a singer who flops 
in Parma might just as well forget a sing- 
ing career. As one who can cry happily 
through any Puccini opera, my own 
musical shrine is Torre del Lago, near 
Lucca, the composer's lakeside mansion 
that remains as he lived in it and is now 
a museum. 

Returning to Italy has its pitfalls. 
You're inclined to go back to old haunts 
to recapture past pleasures instead of 
striking out for something new and dif- 

























































ferent. In Rome, for instance, my own 
temptations are to revisit the Piazza 
Navona, while away an afternoon in the 
Borghese Gardens, throw a coin in the 
Trevi, have a Negroni at the Hassler, 
visit the house of Keats and Shelley by 
the Spanish steps, window-shop the 
boutiques and antiquarians on the Via 
Condotti and Via del Babuino (about all 
I can afford to do these days) and rush 
to St. Peter's Square on Sunday noon to 
see the Pope appear on his red-draped 
balcony and address the crowds that 
have gathered from all over the world. 
(The Pope has general audiences on 
Wednesdays—in the Vatican during the 
winter and at Castel Gandolfo during 
the summer. Tickets are available to 
Americans from the North American

On a visit last fall I drove out the 
splendid old Appian Way, that noble, 
still viable Roman road, lined with villas, 
churches and the mausoleums of ancient 
aristocrats.

Gems are the 13th-cen- 
tury octagonal Romanesque baptistery, 
the cathedral and the Palazzo Pilotta, a 
Renaissance palace-fortress, its noble 
halls now sheltering an art museum. 
Milan, once hastily visited during a 
plane delay, was all skyscrapers to me 
and recollections of Italian modern fur- 
niture, which is shown each year at the 
famous furniture fair. A recent more 
leisurely visit brought the richness of 
this 2,500-year-old Lombard city to 
light. I began to see its wonderful caval- 
cade of architectural history in stone 
palazzi and gallerias that stand juxta- 
posed with steel and glass. It’s a city to 
walk in and absorb, a place of flower 
stalls and outdoor tables where you can 
sit with a cup of cappucino and watch 
the crowds go by. These are sightseeing 
highs in themselves, but there are cer- 
tain musts, like the Duomo and its vast 
square which forms the city’s very heart. 
The cathedral is Lombard Gothic, not to 
be confused with any other Gothic. 
Spired to the nines, embellished with 
3,500 statues and 96 flying buttresses, it 
touches the sky with a glittering gold 
madonna atop its highest pinnacle. Off 
the square are the famous glass-covered 
galleries, the town’s meeting place, full 
of shops and restaurants, varied and per- 
sonable, often echoing to music, full of life 
—ashopping mall concept that makes our 
surburban malls sapless in comparison. 
It would be nice to master the chaotic 
history of Milan and the Renaissance 
machinations of the Visconti and Sforza 
families (I can’t), but ignorance won't 
detract from the fascination of Castello 
Sforzesco, the castle fortress begun by 
the Viscontis in 1386 and later strong- 
hold of Lodovici Sforza who was a pa- 
tron of Leonardo da Vinci. Here you can 
get a glimpse of the grand old life in a 
museum devoted to furnishings, cos- 
tumes, arms, musical instruments and 
art, featuring works of da Vinci and a 
pieta by Michelangelo. In the Monastery 
of Santa Maria delle Grazie you can see 
da Vinci's “Last Supper” painted on a 
refectory wall, misty and fragile, but still 
legible and poignantly beautiful after 
nearly 500 years. Back, back in time and 
virtually part of the ancient city walls, a 
major shrine of Milan is the Basilica of 
Saint Ambrose, begun in the fourth cen- 
tury and notable for its 12th-century mo- 
saics and a solid gold repoussé altar that 
details the saint’s life. In a crypt below 
are his skeleton remains, eerily attired in 
the vestments of a bishop. Saint Ambrose 
is the city’s patron saint. The fourth- 
century theologian was also a composer of 
song and hymns (Continued on page 30)

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HOW TC KEEP YOUR PETS FROM BECOMING PARENTS 







By MORDECAI SIEGAL 

Anyone who has ever loved an animal 
will be appalled to know that approx- 
imately 10,000 kittens and puppies are 
bom every hour, with the result that 
20 million dogs and cats are abandoned 
and impounded every year. Of these un- 
wanted, helpless creatures, 90 percent 
are euthanized. Destroying life in such 
great quantities costs society more than 
large sums of money: The effect can be 
morally and psychologically toxic. The 
fact is that there are more dogs and cats 
in the world than there are homes for 
them, even though close to 50 million 
dogs and more than 30 million cats 
make their homes with families. But 
those of us who have ever tried to find 
a taker for an excess kitten or puppy 
know that there are not enough homes to 
go around. 

In light of all this, birth control be- 
comes a vitally important issue. That's 
a term not usually applied to pets, but 
any loving dog or cat owner will recog- 
nize it as the only way to curtail a 
burgeoning population of the unwanted 
and all its attendant woes. Sophisticated 
pet owners also know that the joys of 
cuddling kittens and playing with pup- 
pies soon fade when the reality of a pet’s 
sexual maturity becomes apparent some 
time late in the first year of its life. To 
the human experiencing pet ownership 
for the first time, this unaccustomed be- 
havior almost always comes as a dis- 
| 


turbing surprise. Equally disturbing is 
the realization that such behavior will be 
for the rest of the 


wnimal’s life, unless something is done 


recurring regularly 


ibout it. So this is one more reason to 
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investigate the various forms of dog and 
cat birth control that will eliminate these 
domestically disruptive sessions. 
Probably the most important and ef- 
fective form of pet birth control is sur- 
gical sterilization. In the female this is 
known as spaying or ovariohysterectomy 
and involves the removal of the animal’s 
ovaries, For male dogs and cats the pro- 
cedure is known as castration. Animals 
that have been surgically sterilized are 
referred to as altered, neutered or fixed. 
Contrary to popular belief, altered dogs 
and cats do not become fat, nor do they 
lose their personalities, although altered 
males lose some of their aggressiveness 
and other nasty traits. At this writing, 
surgical neutering of pet animals is the 
most popular form of birth control and 
is 100 percent effective. The major draw- 
back (if it is a drawback) is that it is 
irreversible. Another positive argument: 
Most veterinarians agree that spayed fe- 
males are less prone to perianal ade- 
noma (tumor). Currently, the need for 
drastically lowering the dog and cat 
population is so generally recognized 
that most animal shelters require a 
signed agreement from adoptive own- 
ers that the animal will be spayed or 
neutered at the appropriate time. Efforts 
are also being made to provide clinics 
where such surgery can be available at 
low cost. Let your vet be your guide in 
determining at what age your pet should 
have his surgery. To the apprehensive: 
It is remarkable how quickly a healthy 
animal recovers from the operation. 
There are other forms of birth con- 
trol, but these apply only to female dogs.

available which are administered orally 
and must be repeated with cyclical regu- 
larity. Both can be obtained only from a 
veterinarian. The first, manufactured 
by the Schering Corp., is called Ovaban. 
This product is given for eight days at 
the first signs of heat, which it elimi- 
nates. When given continually for 32 
days at a lower dosage, it prevents heat 
for those specific 32 days. It has not yet 
been approved for cats. Ovaban should 
not be used until the animal experiences 
the second estrus cycle. If females return 
to heat within 30 days of Ovaban treat- 
ment, mating should be prevented. The 
full-dosage regimen must be started at 
the correct time and completed to pro- 
duce the desired effect. After two con- 
secutive courses of Ovaban, the dog 
should be permitted to have a normal 
cycle. Before Ovaban usage, the health 
of the reproductive organs and mam- 
mary glands must be established by a 
veterinarian. 

The second oral contraceptive avail- 
able for female dogs is Cheque, manu- 
factured by the Upjohn Co. This is a 
palatable liquid administered orally on a 
daily basis. Cheque is not recommended 
for dogs intended primarily for breed- 
ing. It should not be given to immature 
or pregnant females, male dogs, puppies

or female dogs with perianal adenoma, 
perianal adenocarcinoma or other tumors 
whose growth is stimulated by andro- 
gens. Cheque should not be adminis- 

imal with a prior history 
‘ney disease. 
emale can begin using the 
product any time after the last heat 
period anc at least 30 days before the 
next heat period is expected. The dog 
should go through at least one heat pe- 
riod before beginning usage. Cheque 
may be administered daily for up to 24 
months. It has been proven effective in 
more than 90 percent of the females 
tested in both kennel and in-home trials. 

According to Dr. Lloyd Faulkner, 
professor of physiology and biophysics 
at Colorado State University, a device for 
animals is now in use that is similar to the 
human intrauterine device (IUD). The 
new device incorporates a copper band 
which contributes to the efficiency of 
contraception. IUDs per se, which have 
been successful in human beings, have 
not been very successful in female dogs 
because of the difference in the anatomi- 
cal structure of the animals. The device 
referred to by Dr. Faulkner, however, is 
used in a somewhat different manner 
with a high degree of effectiveness. This, 
as well as as the oral contraceptives de- 
scribed, should of course be discussed 
with your veterinarian. 

Other methods of birth control are 
being pursued by various researchers 
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for both male and female pets. Implants, 
chemically treated pet food, chemical 
castration and hormonal manipulations 
are all being studied in research labora- 
tories in various parts of the country. 
The prospects for a variety of birth con- 
trol techniques are good. But, until such 
time as the totally efficacious technique 
is developed, surgical sterilization, a 
closed door or a strong leash are still the 
best birth control devices around.

Male and female animals _ express 


sexual maturity differently. Male dogs 
and cats are much more aggressive than 
the females throughout the course of 
their procreative years. They tend to 
roam great distances from home and are 
often difficult to train. When around a 
female in heat, they are completely un- 
reliable and often totally unmanageable. 

Physically mature female dogs and 
cats experience an estrus cycle twice a 
year. This is the period when mating, 
pregnancy and birth are made possible 
by hormonal changes in the body. To the 
uninitiated, these episodes can be very 
upsetting. Sometimes the animal appears 
to be in great pain (although it is not) 
and howls to full cry. The animal be- 
comes restive and seductive in behavior, 
and house-oriented pets make it clear 
that they want out. A vaginal discharge 
is apparent (for this, protective cover- 
ings for the furniture are in order). The 
heat cycle in dogs lasts 21 days and in 
cats from 10 days to three weeks. 

Recent research indicates that fe- 
males of smaller breeds tend to reach 
sexual maturity earlier than females of 
the larger breeds. Puberty has been re- 
ported to occur in beagles only after a 
plateau has been reached in~ growth. 
This growth plateau can occur as early 
as six to eight months of age. If this 
holds true for other breeds, smaller 
breeds may express first estrus as early as 
six to seven months of age, while larger 
breeds may not express first estrus until 
they are nearly two years old. 

During these periods, the owner's 
worry is that a dog will slip the leash 
or a cat will bolt through an open win- 
dow and end up in an encounter with an 
undesirable mate and with an ensuing 
unwanted litter. Such encounters can al- 
so be damaging. For example, a small fe- 
male, such as a toy poodle, and a large 
male, such as a setter, can be a disastrous 
combination, with harmful results to the 
female. If necessary, abortion is possible 
for dogs and cats, but is not particularly 
desirable. 

For owners of unaltered cats and dogs, 
eternal vigilance is one ounce of preven- 
tion. But the best preventive measure is 
to forestall the possibility of reproduc- 
tion. As the American Society for Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals says in its 
campaign to stem the rising dog and cat 
population, “It’s raining cats and dogs.” 
It’s up to thoughtful pet owners to help 
hold back the deluge.

This increased growth activity makes April the ideal month for vegetative propa- 
gation. Three- to four-inch stem cuttings root readily in moist perlite or coarse 
sand. (Cuttings do root in water, but the thick white roots adapted to absorb oxy- 
gen from water do not transplant well into soil.) Beginners should try easy cut- 
tings such as begonia, coleus and philodendron. April is a great month to repot 
houseplants. Vigorous root growth minimalizes transplantation shock. Always 
choose a container which is only slightly larger than the one in which the plant 
is currently growing. Soak clay pots in water for several hours before using.

WHAT DO THE NUMBERS ON PLANT 
FOOD CONTAINERS MEAN, AND HOW 
CANITELL WHICH FERTILIZER TO USE? 


All plant food containers present a number ratio on their 
labels. Numbers such as 5-10-5, 15-30-15 or 23-19-17 rep- 
resent the percentage of each of three elements—always 
presented alphabetically—in the plant food: nitrogen, 
phosphorus and potassium (in the form of potassium hy- 
droxide or potash). So, 5-10-5 fertilizer contains 5 percent 
nitrogen, 10 percent phosphorus and 5 percent potash, 
with trace elements, and inert ingredients providing the 
remainder. 

The three elements affect plant growth differently. Be- 
coming familiar with plants’ responses to these elements 
helps you to select the appropriate plant food. 

Nitrogen produces lush foliage growth. It is essential 
in production of plant proteins and is the main element in 
chlorophyll. Indoors, plants grown for their foliage such 
as ficus, philodendron, ferns and palms benefit from fer- 
tilizers high in nitrogen. Outdoors, lawns, evergreens and 
leaf vegetables require nitrogen applications. Phosphorus 
contributes to sturdy growth and is essential for flower 
and seed development. All indoor and outdoor flowering 
plants need high phosphorus fertilizers. Fruiting food 
crops such as apples, squash, strawberry and tomato re- 
quire high phosphorus fertilizers as well. Potash is es- 
sential for the production of starches and sugars. It is 
necessary for good root development and for plants that 
grow tubers and tuberous begonia. Potash also aids dis- 
ease resistance. 

Fertilizers, whether organic or chemical, can be evalu- 
ated by the ingredient ratio. Gardeners interested in or- 
ganic gardening can use fish emulsion indoors for a high 
nitrogen fertilizer while dried blood, cottonseed meal and 
various animal manures are good choices for outdoor 
gardening. For organic sources of phosphorus, bone meal 
and rock phosphate are the choices.

ognize the dollar savings in buying trees 
as dormant bare-root stock from mail- 
order catalogs. It is difficult to judge the 
quality of plants ordered from an un- 
familiar company. Here are hints to help 
you choose a mail-order company. 
e Test the company with a small order. 
If you are pleased, place a larger order. 
e Don't buy from any catalog that 
has a contest offering on the cover. You 
can be sure that the stock has had to 
suffer in quality for this premium. 
e Beware of bargains and closeouts, A 
$1.95 tree that dies is a waste, but a 
well-grown tree for $9.95 is a good in- 
vestment. 
e Look for useful information such as 
climate zones best for the individual 
plant, color of leaves in the fall, Latin 
names, use for the tree (shade, fruit, 
specimen plant), a brief description of 
cultural requirements and the ultimate 
height at maturity. 
e Trunk diameter is a good guide to tree 
size and age. Three quarters of an inch 
may seem small, but it means that your 
5-foot tree will be of good quality and 
considerable age. Reliable companies 
will provide this information. 
e Good companies ship stock at the 
proper time for planting in your area. 
e Reputable firms send instructions for 
planting dormant bare-root plants. 
Follow these planting tips for success: 
e Store unopened boxes in a cool dark 
place. Try to open as soon as possible. 
e Soak tree roots for at least 12 hours. 
e Dig holes large enough to accom- 
modate roots without crowding. 
e Mix in compost, humus or peat moss 
with the soil from the hole. 
e Prune any damaged roots. 
e Don't allow any roots to dry by ex- 
posing them to wind or sun. 
e Set plant at the same depth it grew 
in the nursery. This is very evident by 
color and texture change at the soil line. 
e As you fill in the hole, press soil firmly. 
Water when the hole is half full. Allow 
water to drain, fill to just below the sur- 
face and water thoroughly. 
e Do not press soil when it is muddy 
because that would remove the oxygen. 
e Prune trees back by one third to 
compensate for root loss in transplanting. 
e Water thoroughly and often. Try to 
provide the equivalent of one inch of 
rain every 7 to 10 days. This is about 2 
gallon per square foot of soil surface. 
Trees increase property value and are 
great investments. It is not unusual for 
mature trees to be appraised at prices as 
high as $30,000. Take care in buying 
and growing trees—it will pay off!

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How to choose 
the system that’s 
right for you 











By JAMES SPINA 
A stereo/video system is one of the 
world’s best adult building-block sets. 
But it’s no fun if you don’t know how to 
pick and pile up the pieces. The thing to 
remember is that yow are the one who's 
going to listen and watch—so forget 
whatever your best friend suggests. You 
should create your own media system. 

What you want is a system that sounds 
terrific to you, fits both your budget and 
your home, and consists of pieces you 
can understand. If you love the idea of 
picking components, great. But if you 
don’t feel comfortable with the idea, 
don’t be conned into it by stereo purists 
—there are plenty of good, all-in-one sys- 
tems you can buy today. 

HOW TO GET STARTED 

The place to get started is the listen- 
ing room of a reliable audio specialty 
store. You won't get big discounts there, 
but you will get more important things— 
expert opinions, well-controlled listen- 
ing alternatives, honest price informa- 
tion, clearly detailed guarantee guides, 
careful repair facilities and the option 
to trade up if and when you want. If 
you're buying compons u want, in 
this order: 
e Speakers (that sound ¢1 or vou) 
e@ A noiseless and fus turnable 
with the best cartridge you can afford. 
e@ An integrated amplifier p)—or 
separated amp and reamp h suffi- 
cient but not excessive powe! 
@ A tuner 
@ Taping facilities and hopef 
@ A video system that can tie 1 
your sound system 





It is sound that counts with speakers, 
and you are looking for ones that are 
right for you. This will largely depend 
on the kind of music you listen to most 
frequently, Classical buffs prefer bright- 
sounding speakers; rock listeners want 
great bass response. Remember not to go 
by size. There are mini speakers (by 
Braun and ADS, for example) that can 
match the performance of the most mas- 
sive boxes that were once instant status 
symbols. You want speakers that sound 
good to your ear—there is no point in 
buying $1,000 speakers if you can’t hear 
the difference between those and $500 
ones. Covering them with grill cloths is 
considered dull and outdated. The cur- 
rent practice is to protect them with 
metal grills that let the speakers show 
while the sound cuts through. 

TYPES OF TURNTABLES 

There are two basic kinds of turn- 
tables—manual and automatic. With a 
manual one, you have to remove the tone 
arm at the end of each record play; an 
automatic one does that job for you. (If 
you want to stack your records for con- 
tinuous play, you want an automatic 
with record changer.) The two most ef- 
ficient types of turntables are the direct- 
drive and the belt-driven. The former, 
which is more expensive, reduces noise 
most effectively since the motor is con- 
nected directly to the disc platter; the 
latter uses a belt connected from a high- 
speed motor to the platter. Unless you 
own some valuable old 78's, you'll just 
need a turntable that functions at 33 and 
45 revolutions per minute. You are safe 
if you stick with one by Technic, Phil- 
lips or Thorens. 

Since a turntable is the one component 
you can't stack or rack mount in your 
system (unless you plop it on top, which 
is not a good idea), be sure to check that 
the dustcover can be lifted just two or 
three inches and stay at that angle while 
you slip on your record. 

Now you're ready to pick the com- 
ponents you can stack or rack mount. 
Remember that speakers aren’t the only 
parts that have undergone a down-size 
without the loss of sound: AIWA, for ex- 
ample, can fit a first-class sound system 
(tuner, cassette deck, amp and preamp) 
into a space measuring a little less than 
9 by 11 by 9 inches. These units cost as 
much or more than standard-sized com- 
ponents; what they offer is equal power 
in limited spaces. 

Whether you go for a regular unit or 
mini, you should consider racking your 
parts. Because of its design, a rack lets 
you check and play with all the back 
connections without undue frustration or 
possible electrocution. If you (Continued)

understand what all those rear-end wires 
do to give you sound, you will probably 
enjoy ‘he project much more. And ‘be- 
sides, those connections and cables are 
nothing to be ashamed of—there’s no 


| better example of high-tech than the 
| back of a modern stereo unit. 


Now, should you have “separates” or 
a receiver that houses both the amp and 
tunes functions? If you are at all inter- 
ested in the latest advances of digital 
tuning, consider separates. Also, they 
will give you more of an option of trad- 
ing up your various components as your 
taste and budget allow. In addition, sep- 
arates usually offer more features and 
are a must if you suspect you will some- 
day want to patch into the world of more 
complicated things such as equalizers, 
delay systems and noise-reduction units. 
(And purists would argue that separates 
look better. ) 

CONSIDER TWO TAPE DECKS 
There is one other big consideration 
(and one you won't hear pointed out 
very often) that you should take into ac- 
count when purchasing a preamp or in- 
tegrated amplifier: Make sure it can 
handle two tape decks—a cassette and 
reel-to-reel. Excepting the video por- 
tion, taping facilities are the most crea- 
tive part of your system. Tape gives you 
the ability to pick and choose and create 
your own program of music (including 
anything you hear on the tuner). And it 
enables you to protect rare and favorite 
LPs by playing them just once for cas- 
sette duplication. 

Tape also lets you play with sound. 
Who is to say you can’t provide ambi- 
ence music taped out on chimes, primi- 
tive string instruments, countless as- 
sorted music makers and even some of 
your home-crafted music? 

The cassette deck should be your 
workhorse for copying. Make sure the 
deck loads easily and that the tape is 
constantly in clear, well-lit view. A 
Dolby sound-reduction system is a 
must; forget any unit that doesn’t fea- 
ture it. Look also for a deck with three 
tape heads—that gives you the added 
ability to monitor what you are taping. 
Metal tape is still an area reserved for 
audio nuts; the difference in sound be- 
tween the highest quality regular tape 
and metal tape does not justify the ex- 
treme price difference for most people. 

The advice for anyone considering an 
eight-track tape machine is simple: For- 
get it. A cassette system is superior on 
every count, 

A reel-to-reel deck comes into play 


| when you start making your own sounds. 


lt gets you into the world of splicing, 
overtracking and mastering your own 
continuous-tape programs. (TEAC now 
offers a cassette deck in its Tascam 
series that works as a four-track unit 


and even includes a built-in mixer to 
balance your recordings.) This could 
easily be the most expensive part of your 
system because a quality, four-track tape 
deck does not come cheap. 
COMPACT SYSTEMS 

If you’re looking for the most simple and 
economical way to choose a system, the 
best bet is a complete compact system 
such as one of those put out by Sony, 
Pioneer, Radio Shack or Lafayette. The 
advantage here is that everything you 
need is contained in one package. The 
disadvantage is that you may not like the 
sound of the speakers that come with it. 
Just as when you're buying components, 
go for the cassette and not the eight- 
track facility. It may be a good idea to 
consider buying a separate tape machine 
that is portable but stereo (nicknamed 
“boxes”) so you can take your music 
wherever you go. It would also let you 
experiment with sound. 

Once you have all the pieces, the idea 
is to play with them while you play them. 
Always remember that you are creating 
a sound and sight environment in which 
you can live. Don't struggle to hide it. 
Make yourself the main component, and 
build everything else around that. Don’t 
tuck those expensive headphones 
in some drawer—keep them on a hook 
ever ready to be plugged in. Use your 
ears and your eyes, and the rest will fall 
readily into place. Get actively involved 
with your system, constantly build with 
it and take care of it. 


SOUND TIPS 
@ Treat your speakers like modules and 
shift them around as the functions of the 
room change. 
@ Keep your records stored upright on 
shelves that are at least 30 degrees from 
the vertical; deviation from that critical 
degree is responsible for most of the 
after-purchase warpage in LPs. 
@ Always keep your tapes in proper 
storage boxes. An improperly stored 
cassette or tape can actually harm your 
deck. Many of the storage systems sold 
allow you to store the tape only when 
out of its plastic box; this is almost as 
awful as piling up a bunch of records 
without their sleeves. 
® Take time to keep the heads of your 
tape system up to par with your collec- 
tion. A demagnetizer is a must to insure 
constant and perfect head-to-tape con- 
tact. TDC offers a cassette demagnetizer 
worth its weight in gold. 
@ Try Dust-Off (available at most pho- 
tography-supply stores), a can of com- 
pressed air that’s perfect for keeping 
dust and dirt off the stylus, the turntable 
and the face of your components. 
@ Every once in a while, give all the 
knobs a twist and all the buttons a push 
with the power off. This “silent” fiddling 
keeps all the contact points clean.

required some reinforcement, and 
Langsett added insulation to the 
foundation, walls and roof. He then 
sandblasted the interior beams and 
rafters to restore their original color. 
Within this handsome shell he 
placed a 20th-century floorplan: on 
the first floor, the daily living areas, 
laundry, powder room, wet bar and 
storage; upstairs, two bedrooms with 
floor-to-ceiling closets, two com- 
plete baths, studio and large family 
room with fireplace. Finishing 
materials were chosen to complement 
the mill’s character. Random-width, 
weathered cypress siding warms 
living area walls and gable interiors 
while blending with the lightly 
stained fence boards used through- 
out for custom cabinets. Skylights 
and casement windows—both modern 
elements—were chosen with 

subtle bronze finishes, and Langsett 
topped off the renovation with 
hand-split cedar shakes and venti- 
lating cupola. The result is a 
modern-living home that retains all 
of its 18th-century charm.

A he original house was built 


“like a fortress” with brick walls and 
a concrete floor. These stepped 
windows have brought it new life, 
filling it with sunlight and lakeside 
views. In addition, the new forms 
give the owners increased storage. 

The concrete floors (which had 
outdated radiant heat) were con- 
tinued throughout to avoid creating 
different sound and bounce charac- 
teristics between the old and new 
areas.

Bay area kitchen wasn’t a short 
order. The owners cook and enter- 
tain frequently, so their list of needs 
was long: a large work area, sophis- 
ticated new equipment, improved 
lighting and comfortable seating in 
an expanded breakfast room, plus 
privacy from a neighboring house.

WOOD WONDERS 


Y.. can keep the charm in an 


old house and still update it. That’s 
what designers Steven and Bobbi 
Cohen found when they renovated 
their house in New Haven, Conn. 

Built in 1907, the structure is 
distinguished by graceful woodwork, 
tall columns topped by dentil mold- 
ings. The Cohen’s preserved these 
fine features, but revised the 
floorplan. 

First they joined the kitchen and 
butler’s pantry, forming a new 
cooking and eat-in dining area. 
Next, they removed a rear entrance, 
gaining a spot for needed counter- 
space, and put a new entry at the end 
of a hallway, lighting a dark corridor. 

Renovation included the addition 
of a greenhouse window in the 
dining room. With stock wood 
windows that have insulating glass 
for the three sides and tempered 
glass for its roof, the new unit adds 
light and drama to the room. 

To further emphasize existing 
architectural details, the Cohens 
painted the walls a soft, flat white 
and the woodwork a brighter, semi- 
gloss white. Furnishings were kept 
simple to be noncompetitive with 
the woodwork. Thus the woodwork

GEBRUDER MARKLIN TOY CAR 
Q. My old tin car looks like a very early 
20th-century, full-sized automobile. It even 
has acrank.! am interested in automo- 
biles, but the design of my car doesn’t 
seem to be a copy of areal auto. The toy is 
marked with a small shield and GM. 
—J.G., Atlanta, Ga. 
A. Your car seems to be 
a 1909 toy limousine 
made by Gebruder 
Marklin and Co., a fa- 
mous German toy firm 
that was founded in 
Goppingen, Germany 
in 1859. Cooking dishes for dolls were 
the first toys the company made, but 
by the 1890s the firm was producing 
tin boats, trains, horse-drawn vehicles, 
horseless carriages, airplanes, subma- 
rines, trains and even mechanical men 
and animals. The company is still mak- 
ing toys. 

A tin battleship made in 1905 recently 
sold for the record-setting price of 
$21,000. Your car is very valuable and, 
if it is in good condition, could be worth 
several thousand dollars. 





APOSTLE STERLING SPOON 
Q. These pictures of my Apostle spoon 
show the handle and marks. The spoon 
was purchased in London, England, during 
World War I/.—Mrs. E.A.R., Stamford, 
Texas 


A. Your spoon pictures Saint Bartholo- 
one of the 12 Apostles. Spoons 
with a three-dimensional Apostle in the 
handle have been made for several cen- 


turies. Each Apostle is pictured with his 
symbols, and the anchor mark on your 
spoon means it was made in the City of 
Birmingham. The lion passant means 
that it is of sterling-silver quality. The I 
in a shield indicates that it was made 
between 1908 and 1909. The maker’s 
initials, AJB, are unlisted. 


HAVILAND JELLY JAR 
Q. My Haviland china pot, with separate 
lid, is about 4 inches in height. There is a 
hole in the bottom about the size of a 
quarter, and no one can come up with area- 
sonable explanation.—B.D., Everett, Wash. 
A. You own a jelly or marmalade holder. 
A glass jar of jelly was placed into the 
Haviland china holder so it would be 
covered and _ attractive-looking on the 
table.

As part of the male/female contract, 
_it was easier to let a woman have her way 

| with the house. “Women are more inter- 
}ested and have more time to be involved 
with it,” men rationalized. These were 
‘the myths bought by both men and 
women, to neither’s benefit. 

Early on, women were given the mes- 

‘sage that men could not manage a home 
(never mind a party) alone. Encouraged 
by female role models in our lives, we were 
taught to reinforce this image of man as 
king of his castle. We came to view men 
as “helpless” in the home and ourselves 
as their “rescuers,” saving them from 
scans of Campbell soup and unmade beds. 
' What does this change in a single 
male’s attitudes toward his domicile 
mean to women? Plenty. For one thing, 
his freshly found ability to feel and nur- 
jture himself on the home front does 
parallel women’s efforts to assert them- 
selves in the business world. Equalizing

Among those single men with whom 
{ talked, I found their domestic tastes 
were as varied as the cities in which they 
lived. Although their goals, aspirations 
and needs at home were very similar, 
they had different ways of achieving 
them. All were full of tips, advice and 
suggestions on how to recognize the new 
homebodies. Categorically, here are afew 
things I learned about today’s domesti- 
cated, single man: 

Because his work still comes first, lack 
of time more than lack of imagination 
or money keeps today’s single man from 
assuming a total Mr. Fix-It role around 
his house.

There are still plenty of good, modestly 
priced wines around—particularly if you 
don’t buy what everyone buys. Wine, 
like everything else, is subject to fash- 
ion, and when a name or type of wine 
becomes popular, demand can inflate the 
price far beyond what's asked for less 
well-known wines of similar quality. 
That’s only one of the hints to remember 
when you're looking for wine values. 
(The list of the ones I use in my own 
buying strategy starts on page 166.) 

I keep an up-to-date list of my wine 
finds for myself—after all, even a wine 
writer has to be on the lookout for 
good table wine—and to share with my 
friends. Here’s my current list of more 
than two dozen modestly priced wines 
(under $6) from around the world—red, 
| white and rosé—that are ready to drink 
now. Remember that prices will vary 
around the country. 


CHOOSE THE RIGHT WINE FOR THE 
OCCASION AND THE FOOD 


Before you run out to your local wine 
/ store, give a thought to what occasion 
and tood youd like the wine to accom- 
| pany. That’s what I do before I buy 
wines, and so I've grouped my sugges- 
tions around occasions where they'd be 
most appropriate. 

There’s no such thing as a wine that’s 
right with every meal or occasion, but if 
I had to pick a candidate, it would be 
Beaujolais or the California near-equiv- 
alent, Gamay. These delightful reds are 
light enough to serve by themselves 
when friends drop over, uncomplicated 
enough to take along on a picnic, and 
have the kind of universally appealing 
flavor and style that complement a wide 
variety of foods. Quiche never had a bet- 
ter companion than the excellent ’78 
Beaujolais, of which Td single out the 
Céte de Brouilly (Chateau Thivin) and 
the Beaujolais-Villages (Louis Latour). 
(Both are about $5.50.) They are deli- 
ciously fresh, grapey and sprightly, as 
is the consistently excellent Napa Val- 
ley Gamay from the Ko! 
Winery (the ’78 is about

One of my favorite lunches is cold 
cracked crab and sourdough bread, ac- 
companied by a crisp, dry white wine. 
Again Vd stick with California and un- 
cork the austere 1977 Pinot Blane from 
Wente Bros. (about $4.25) or the styl- 
ish, fruity 1978 Dry Creek Chenin Blanc 
(about $4.50). If I were serving a rain- 
bow trout, however, I'd use the oppor- 
tunity to enjoy a top German wine from 
a moderately priced “oft-year,” like the 
elegant, lingering 1978 Steinberger 
Riesling Qualitatswein (about $5.50). 


SERVING WINE WITH FISH 


Although almost everyone does pre- 
fer white wine with fish, which white 
to choose depends on how rich the fish 
(or the sauce) is. You can’t go wrong 
by serving your own favorite white, but 
if you're after the ideal combination, re- 
member that more flavorful and spicy 
dishes call for more assertive and flavor- 
ful wines. Delicate fish dishes such as 
sole or poached bluefish go well with 
light wines like the herbaceous 1978 
Concannon Sauvignon Blanc (about 
$4.75) or the refreshing 1978 Souve- 
rain Colombard Blane (about $3.50); 
broiled swordfish steak calls for a more 
full-bodied white, such as the 1978 
Pinot Chardonnay Enofriulia from Italy 
(about $5), the 1977 Parducci Mendo- 
cino Chardonnay (about $6) or the 
Eshcol White Wine from Trefethen 
Vineyards (about $5). Or consider a 
fine, crisply acidic Macon from France, 
like the Pinot-Chardonnay-Macon from 
the Cave Cooperative de Viré (about 
$4). Shellfish, to my mind, needs a 

acidic wine such as the sharp 
ind savory 1978 Marquis de Goulaine 
Muscadet (about $5.50). If you’re serv- 
tug paella, match it with a good Spanish 


hite Rioja.

HINTS FOR THE BARGAIN HUNTER 


@ Look for wines from less pres-| 
tigious areas and regions. There are. 
fewer and fewer French wine bar- 
gains left, particularly from Burgundy | 
and Bordeaux, so get to know Italian, 
German, Spanish and, of course, 
American wines. Don’t ignore United 
States wines from areas outside Cali- 
fornia, such as the Pacific Northwest. 
@ Avoid buying wines made from 
fashionable grape varieties. Cabernet | 
Sauvignon and Chardonnay, for ex- 
ample, command a premium that isn’t 
always reflected in their quality. Look 
instead for Zinfandels, Petite Sirahs | 
and Gamays among the reds and Sau- 
vignon Blanc (also called Fumé 
Blanc), Chenin Blanc and_ Pinot 
Blanc among the whites. 


@ If you drink your wines the day 
after you buy them, don’t waste dol- 
lars on wines that won't be at their 
best unless aged for years. Cabernets 
and Bordeaux may repay keeping for 
a decade, but lighter, fruitier reds 
are more enjoyable now, cost less, too. 





@ Among American wines, try the 
“second-label” wines from prestigious 
small producers (such as the “Hawk 
Crest” label from Stag’s Leap Wine 
Cellars) and the top wines from giant 
producers like Inglenook. 

@ Don't be a slave to vintage charts. 
Remember that there are always some 
fine wines made in vintages with poor 
reputations, and these are frequently 
underrated and undervalued. Red 
wines from less-than-outstanding vin- 
tages are often simply lighter than 
wines from superior vintages. They 
can be enjoyed sooner.

[] To make fish stock: In a large soup 
kettle, place the red snapper bones and 
trimmings with 1 sprig parsley; 1 Span- 
ish onion, sliced; 2 cloves crushed garlic; 
3 chopped scallions; 3 bay leaves; % tea- 
spoon oregano leaves; pinch of rose- 
mary. Add 4% cups of cold water, and 
salt and pepper to taste. Cook 1% hours 
on medium heat. 

O) While broth is cooking, peel the 
shrimp. Add shrimp shells to fish stock. 
After 1% hours, there should be about 3 
cups of stock. Strain the stock, and re- 
turn it to kettle or refrigerate. 

[1] To prepare seafood: Cook cleaned 
squid in fish stock for 3 minutes (if stock 
was prepared ahead, reheat on stove 
before adding squid). Remove, slice in 
4-inch wedges, and refrigerate. 

C] Halve the shrimp, and simmer in 
stock until barely cooked. They should 
be crunchy. Refrigerate separately. 

CL] Clean clams and mussels. Cook in 
stock until they open. Remove and re- 
frigerate in separate bowl. 

Slice second Spanish onion, and cook 
in stock for 15 seconds to soften. Remove 
and refrigerate, in separate bowl. 

[] Place Italian tomatoes in stock for 10 
seconds. Remove and run under cold 
water. Peel, halve and seed tomatoes 
over a bowl, to catch skin, seeds and 
juice. Reserve flesh in a separate bowl. 
{] Now, add tomato skins, seeds and 
juice to fish stock. Add 2 crushed garlic 
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cloves and 4 branch fresh dill. Reduce 
stock to 2% cups over high heat. Strain 
and refrigerate. 

(1 To cook pasta: In a large kettle, place 
several quarts of water, splash of olive 
oil, 2 peeled garlic cloves and a generous 
dash of salt. Bring to the boil, add pasta, 
and cook until al denté. Drain pasta, 
reserving cup of the cooking water. 
Place pasta in a bowl, toss with a little 
olive oil and refrigerate until cold. Strain 
cooking water and refrigerate separately. 
[] Wash scallops, pat dry and sprinkle 
with lemon juice and salt. 

[] Chop reserved flesh of Italian toma- 
toes very fine. Add to reserved fish stock, 
and stir well. Add a dash of mustard and 
the juice of 1 lemon. Add salt and pep- 
per to taste, and refrigerate. 

In separate bowls, dice peppers and 
radishes. Halve cherry tomatoes, cut 
scallions in l-inch lengths, chop remain- 
ing dill. If you have not done this al- 
ready, trim broccoli, shell peas, slice 
mushrooms. Keep in separate bowls. 
To assemble angela verde: In a serv- 
ing bowl, place a shallow layer of the 
cold pasta. On it place a small amount 
of each ingredient. Add a little of the re- 
served fish stock and a little grated Par- 
mesan. Repeat, with another layer of 
pasta, then more of the other ingredients. 
Pour the reserved pasta water over the 
pasta. Serve immediately. Serves 4 to 6.

Spaghetti Con Broccoli 





METHOD: 


Put a large quantity of cold water in 
a stockpot, add coarse salt, bring to boil. 
Meanwhile, remove the large stems 
from the broccoli, and cut the remainder 
into approximately 3-inch pieces. Soak 
in a bowl of cold water for about 15 
minutes. When the water in the stockpot 
reaches the boiling point, add the 
drained broccoli and cook 10 minutes. 

[] Drain the broccoli, reserving the 
cooking water. Transfer broccoli to a 
large serving dish, and cover the dish 
with aluminum foil to keep the broccoli 
warm. Put the broccoli water back in the 
stockpot and set on the heat. When 
water reaches the boiling point, add the 
pasta and cook until al dente (for dried 
pasta about 11 minutes; for homemade 
pasta, 1 minute; for purchased, fresh 
pasta, since time is variable, check indi- 
cations on package). 

[1] While the pasta is cooking, prepare 
the sauce. If anchovies are packed in 
salt, fillet under running water to re- 
move excess salt. Drain on paper towels. 
1] Place the olive oil in a heavy enamel 
or aluminum saucepan, and heat on low 
flame. When oil-is very hot, remove pan 
from flame. Add anchovies, and mash 
them into the oil, using a fork, until 
they form a paste (Continued)

Put the top part back in the 
mold and spread the pastry cream over 
it; then place over it the other part of the 
Baba. If the cake is not to be used for 
several hours, place aluminum foil on 
the ring mold and let rest until needed. 
When ready to serve, unmold the whole 
cake once more onto a large serving dish.

Crema Pasticcera 





(Pastry Cream) 

This recipe is adapted from Giuliano 
Bugialli’s book, The Fine Art of Italian 
Cooking. (Times Books, $15.) The 
quantity has been doubled, to make 2 


cups. 
4 egg yolks 
Scant 6 tablespoons granulated 
sugar 


3 teaspoons potato starch 
1 cup cold milk 
Small piece of orange peel 


METHOD: 


[] Put water in the bottom part of a 
double boiler, set on the flame. 

Place egg yolks in a bowl, and add 
the sugar and potato starch or flour. Stir 
with a wooden spoon, always in the same 
direction, until the sugar and starch are 
completely incorporated and the egg 
yolks turn a lighter color. Add the cold 
milk slowly, mixing steadily, then trans- 
fer the contents of the bowl to the top 
part of the double boiler, along with the 
orange peel. 

L] When the water in the bottom part 
of the double boiler is boiling, insert the 
top part. Stir constantly with a wooden 
spoon, always in the same direction. Just 
at the moment before it boils, the cream 
should be thick enough to stick to the 
wooden spoon. That is the moment it is 
ready. Absolutely do not allow it to boil. 
() Immediately remove the top part of 
the double boiler from the heat, and 
continue to stir the contents for 2 or 3 
minutes more, then remove the orange 
peel, if present, and transfer the pastry 
cream to a crockery bowl to cool (about 
20 minutes). Then put it in the refriger- 
ator to cool completely. 
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Some foods seem made to or- 
der for a microwave oven, and 
quick breads are among them. 
It’s so easy to bake a loaf of 
bread, muffins or a coffee cake 
on the spur of the moment for a 
treat that gives aliftto any menu. My first recipe is for the quick- 
est of all breads to mix and bake—and one of the most delicious. 
Recently, my good friend Hughette Somerville gave me this recipe for Beer 
Bread that proved ideal for microwaving. I think you will be as delighted with 
it as I am. The bread can be mixed in seconds and microwaves in only 10 min- 
utes. You can vary the flavor to suit your menu. My favorite flavoring is herbs, 
with onion a close second. Flour content, too, can be easily changed by substi- 
tuting a cup of corn meal, whole wheat or rye flour for 
one cup of the flour. Many men like the rye flour with 
caraway seeds for flavor. Breads won’t brown as in a 
conventional oven, but you can add toppings of bran or 








corn flakes, nuts, fruits, cinnamon and brown sugar. 








Beer Bread 


3 cups self-rising flour 
'¥3 cup sugar 
12-ounce can of beer 
Optional seasonings 
(parsley, thyme, 
marjoram, dill, 
onion flakes, grated 
cheese, etc.) 


Butter a small glass loaf pan or a tube 
pan.

HOW TO TELL THE DIFFERENCE 5

The neurotic dog = as American as apple 
pie with a tail on it 
has enthusiastically embraced the con- 
cept of an Oscar Levant-type dog, quip- 
ping and ee smoking his way into our 
hearts. The question goes begging: Is 
there such a é ing as a neurotic dogP 

If y your dog were to whis- 
per in your ear that he is 
bored, depressed, anxiety- 
ridden, self-doubting, guilt- 
ridden, lonely, cynical, alien- 
ated, unable to develop a 
meaningful relationship and 
that he scrambled for cheap 
thrills in order to hide from 
his complete and total un- 
happiness, it could be said 
that the dog is neurotic. 
Neurosis, however, is a word 
meant to describe a pattern 
of human traits and emo- 
tions. Many people proclaim 
with adroit humor, “My dog 
is neurotic. He punishes me 
whenever I leave him alone 
by messing on our bed.” 

It would be useful to avoid 
“neurotic” when attempting to describe 
problematic behavior in dogs. Human 
neurosis may be characterized as a dis- 
order of the personality in which behav- 
ior is defensive and often exaggerated. 
The neurotic person experiences anxiety 
because of unconscious efforts to solve 
unconscious conflicts. This may manifest 
itself in loss of memory, obsessions, com- 
pulsions, hysteria, phobias, imagined (or 
real) illnesses and depression. Subtlety 
and imagination make human neurosis 
very enigmatic and elusive. True neuro- 
sis in a dog is not so. 

WHY DOGS ARE DIFFERENT

this hardly qualifies as neurosis. When

Is a dog neurotic if, when confronted 
with a set of circumstances that parallels 
a similar situation in the wild, he obeys 
every impulse that is true to his nature? 
It is not reasonable to expect a dog to 
behave differently just because the de- 
mands of Joncas clash with natural 
canine behavior. All dogs are instinc- 
tively drawn to a group resembling 
pack. In domesticity the human family 
substitutes for the pack. They develop 
territories (your home), establish rank- 
ing order within the pack, defend terri- 
tory, defend eotapuored rank (to the 
death, in some cases). These traits are 
especially strong and ae noticeable in 
male dogs. It is normal behavior. These 
instincts are at work in most of the cases 
involving very aggressive dogs.

these problems. As in human therapy, 
each dog must be treated individually 


according to the demands of his unique | 


problem and situation. However, there 
are guidelines that can be useful. 

First, it is important to reassure your 
pet that he is in a friendly environment. 
A loving home with hands-on affection 
and a degree of individual attention ac- 
cording to the animal’s needs can lay a 
solid foundation for solving problems, 
Next, firmly and unwaveringly establish 
all humans as dominant members of the 
pack (family) and the dog as the sub- 
ordinate member, Look for environmen- 
tal factors that may be upsetting the dog 
and try to correct them. Lower the sound 
of the phone or don’t leave the animal 
alone. Sometimes patience, affection and 
gentle behavior modification are the most 
effective techniques for solving canine 
behavior problems. 

Depending on the problem and its 
severity you may hire a dog trainer or 
look for one of the new breed of psychol- 
ogists specializing in animal behavior 
problems. Many veterinarians around 
the country are working with such ani- 
mal therapists and may be able to give 
you a referral. It has been my experience 
that a skilled and experienced dog 
trainer can be very important in solving 
problem behavior providing he or she 
uses nonabusive techniques. 

Canine behavior is exquisitely clear in 
its abnormal state. Canine problems can 
be so clear that you often feel their bite. 
When you do, try to understand them 
and then look for help.

This is Wittelsbach year in Bavaria, the 
800th anniversary of the rise to power of 
that family of Ludwigs, Albrechts, Maxi- 
milians and Wilhelms who held sway in 
this smiling southern state of Germany 
and gave it such a wealth of the grand 
and grandiose. They had more than 
streets named after them. They were, it 
would seem, a bizarre but fascinating 
group, profligate to a man, lovers of the 
lush life, patrons of the arts, obsessive 
builders and careless of the public purse. 
From June to October, there will be an 
extensive exhibition of Wittelsbach his- 
tory in Bavaria. Their earlier days will 
be depicted in Landshut at Burg Traus- 
nitz and their later contributions will be 
celebrated in Munich at the Residenz 
and in the Volkerkund museum. 

I can hardly visualize what a mind- 
boggling show this will be, because so 
far as I'm concerned, it’s always Wit- 
telsbach year in Bavaria. In Munich, 
that city so full of wonders that it’s al- 


| most painful to decide where to go and 


what to see, I don’t run at 11 a.m. to 
the Marienplatz to see the old Rathaus 


| and the animated clock strike nor to the 


Deutsches Museum, the largest techni- 


| cal museum in the world, where ocean 


| liners, submarines and airplanes are re- 
constructed and a planetarium is thrown 

1 for good sure. Nor to the Alte 
inakothe vhere you can feast your 
yes on every known old master. I head 

it once to the Residenz, once a Wittels- 
bach palace » wander through its pe- 
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riod rooms, marvel at its collections— 
antiquities, porcelains, paintings—and 
finish off the visit in the Schatzkammer, 
the treasure chamber. This is the real 
stunner, a dazzling profusion of every- 
thing precious, including the craftsman- 
ship of long-ago artisans, impossible to 
digest all at once. The merest sampling: 
9th-century reliquaries crusted in emer- 
alds; an early queen’s crown of topaz, 
crystal and pearls; Maximilian I’s sword 
and orb ablaze with emeralds, dia- 
monds, rubies; clocks of turquoise and 
peridots; the solid gold traveling case 
of Marie Louise, 122 pieces of toilet ar- 
ticles plus flatware for imperial meals en 
route. Cynosure of the collection is the 
jewel-studded enamel figure of Saint 
George on horseback, 2,000 diamonds 
and 200 huge pearls the least of its glory. 
All to give you an idea of how the Wit- 
telsbachs did things. Music also en- 
tranced them. One result, the charming 
little Cuvilliés theater, in the Residenz 
enclave, all rose and gold and rococo, 
reconstructed now to look just as it did 
when Mozart played here. 

Next stop on my personal itinerary is 
Nymphenburg Castle, begun as a 17th- 
century hunting lodge and expanded in 
time to a glittering palace of marble and 
mirror. Its vast park and gardens are 
studded with many lovely tiny baby pal- , 
aces, gilded, silvered rococo hunting re-! 
treats where even the dogs had their own 
artfully tiled rooms. 

Ludwig II, the “mad” king and my

The “Gallery of 
Beauties” fills the walls of a grand salon 
and gives you a good idea of mid-19th- 
century feminine pulchritude. During 
the summer you can combine sightsee- 
ing with a taste of chamber music when 
concerts are given in the great hall. 
Don’t miss the carriage collection for a 
look at old-time royal transportation nor 
the Nymphenburg porcelain factory to 
get acquainted with this exquisite stuff. 

As for Munich itself, stroll. Its a 
town made for walking with many shop- 
ping streets barred to traffic. Gardened 
with flowers, Bavarian blue and white 
diamond pennants fluttering and the 
city’s symbol, the little boy Mtinchner- 
kindl, everywhere, the pedestrian zones 
have an air of festivity. The Marien- 
platz, the great square bordered by 
shops, restaurants and churches, is a 
slice of life. Sit and watch. Miinchners 
seem always to be shopping, toting plas- 
tic bags or taking their ease with a cup 
of coffee and a piece of pastry. Bakery 
shops are riots of goodies, wondrously

sugared and iced confections 
labeled with a hundred different names. 
| gaze wistfully at the grand shops on 

h streets as Maximilianstrasse and 
erstrasse, where designer dresses 
loll casually in. the windows. But more 
itriguing are the shops near the Marien- 
platz that feature dirndls, lederhosen 
and the sturdy, silver-buckled shoes de- 
signed for the schuhplatterl, that vigor- 
ous slap-slap-dance the Bavarians love. 
Ski clothes and equipment are also in 
abundance, for the mountains are near 
and people seem pretty athletic—which 
is probably why they can eat all that 
pastry. Not to be missed is the open-air 
food market, the Viktualienmarkt, where 
you can munch and lunch on a fisch- 
semmel, fish on a fresh roll, while stroll- 
ing and taking in the scene. 

Three times a year, May, August and 
September, there is the Auer Dult, a 
glorified flea market, heaven for rum- 
magers who could come up with any- 
thing from a fine antique to a cure for 
rheumatism. Opera is special at any 
time of the year—at intermission they fol- 
low the old-fashioned custom of the cir- 
cular promenade around the foyer—but 
during July and August there is an opera 
festival. 

Munich is famous for two great, big, 
riotous public galas—Fasching, the pre- 
Lenten carnival, said to make the New 
Orleans goings-on seem staid by com- 
parison, and the Oktoberfest, a giant 
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autumn celebration centering around the| 
city’s renowned beer, but that’s an un- 
derstatement. It literally draws millions 
to huge tents and pavilions on the 
Theresienwiese, the tremendous fair-| 
grounds, for feasting, dancing, oompah| 
bands and every kind of amusement 
park divertissement. 

But not the least of this city’s charms) 
is its proximity to the picture postcard) 
Bavaria of wild flower meadows and. 
mountains, castles and onion-dome 
churches, and quaint towns where the 
dirndl is everyday dress and house fa- 
cades are imaginatively painted in luft- 
malerei. Investigate the S-Bahn train 
which can take you from town to some- 
thing like 35 countryside destinations 
for a day’s outing. At some stations 
there are bicycles for hire. Investigate, 
too, the daily transportation ticket, cost- 
ing about $2.50, good for 24 hours rid- 
ing on bus, subway or train. On the 
subject of money-saving, the German) 
National Railroad has a GermanRail | 
Tourist Card, good for 16 days unlimited 
travel within Germany at $145 coach 
class, $200 first class. GermanRail also 
has packages that combine the rail pass) 
with accommodations in castles and. 
Romantikhotels, which are historic 
country inns. 

My own celebration of the Wittels- 
bachs would take me primarily to the 
castles of Ludwig II, that tragic roman- 
tic who shared his family’s obsession 
with building. But he was also weirdly 
obsessed by the ancient German legends 
and by the music of Wagner, whom he 
patronized to his undoing. A two-hour 
drive from Munich puts you in Schwan- 
gau where you may visit Hohenschwan- 
gau, the 12th-century Wittelsbach cas- 
tle where Ludwig lived as a child. 
Overlooking a vista of mountains, val- 
leys and misty lakes, the castle was a 
rallying place for medieval knights 
whose exploits are depicted throughout 
the castle, so landscape and _ history 
were enough to give young Ludwig 
dreams of grandeur. At 19, as king, he 
began turning fancy into reality. 

His first venture was Neuschwan- 
stein, an elaborate, turreted castle high 
on a mountain peak. Seen from the town 
of Schwangau, its silhouette seems the 
prototype of every castle in a fairy-tale. 
Inside, its dark halls are muraled in 
scenes, from Wagnerian operas, although 
by the time the castle was built, Ludwig’s 
ministers had insisted that Wagner be 
banished from Bavaria for his political 
meddling. Sorrowing over the loss of his 
friend, Ludwig retreated to Neuschwan- 
stein, where he became more and more 
like a royal hermit, and his progressive 
strangeness is evident in the castles that 
he later built. 

“he little town of Schwangau is | 
charming, full of guest-houses and inti- 
mate restaurants that are made-to-order 
backdrops for zither playing, yodeling,

here in summer. Ski from here in winter. 
One recommended summertime plea- 
sure is to sit in the arbored garden of the 
Gasthof Miiller with a lunch of veal and 
noodles and a stein of lemon-flavored 
beer. Overdo beer, sauerbraten, grilled 
chicken without a care, because this is 
the land of the Kneipp water cure, 
highly regarded throughout Bavaria and 
available in scores of places—lists are 
available from the German National 
Tourist Offices. 

To vacation as so many Germans do, 
go to the flowery, mountain village of 
Mittenwald, a town that keeps its old 
architecture, customs and character with 
a vengeance. Its church of Saint Peter 
and Paul is a splendor of Bavarian ba- 
roque. The town is famous for its vio- 
lins, has a violin museum and a local 
liqueur, purveyed in violin-shaped glass 
bottles. It’s also famous for its schuh- 
plattler, besides being a mecca for some 
of the most earnest hikers you’re every 
likely to run across. Oberammergau is 
not far away, that wonderful little town 
of luftmalerei and wood-carvers, which 
has dedicated itself since 1634 and the 
end of the black plague, to playing out 
the passion of Christ every 10 years. The 
townsfolk will perform the play 80 times 
this year, from May 25 to Sept. 28. It’s 
a nine-to-five performance with a three- 
hour lunch break. Consider yourself 
lucky if you can get near it. 

Linderhof, Ludwig’s second flight of 
building fancy, is an extravagant mé- 
lange of marble, ormolu, mirror and tap- 
estry, something of a monument to Louis 
XIV, the Sun King, with whom poor 
Ludwig apparently identified. Its gran- 
deur is saddening when you know that 
it was built when Ludwig was with- 
drawing more and more from social con- 
tact, even disliking to face his servants. 
He ate his solitary meals in a gilded din- 
ing room at a table that rose fully set 
from the kitchen. He indulged in dreams 
of being an Eastern potentate and for 
this would repair to a glittering mirrored 
kiosk in a garden, to sit on a lavish pea- 
cock throne and smoke a hookah. But | 
the weirdest of his escapes from reality 
is the subterranean lake in a grotto, built | 
to his design seemingly in emulation of | 
Venusberg in Tannhiauser. In _ this | 
gloomy place he would float, alone in 
a shell-shaped boat, sometimes listen- 
ing to Wagner's operas played by hidden 
musicians. 

To see his final palatial dream, Schloss 
Heerenchiemsee, one goes to Priem, a 
lakeside resort on the Chiemsee and fer- 
ries over to the island on which this 
palace stands, an overpowering, sump- 
tuous reminder of Versailles and cer- 
tainly the culmination of Ludwig’s reck- 
less irrational building compulsion. One

10 QUICK FIX-UPS 


By JOHN H. INGERSOLL An affluent couple in Madison, 
Wis., lived with a broken dishwasher for two years. They 


grew accustomed to—even liked—washing by hand again. The 


showdown for repairing the machine came when their 
once-a-week maid threatened to quit if they didn’t do 


something about fixing that dishwasher. 


Yet, this same couple survived only two days of strug- 
gling with a jammed window during the first hot weather 
of summer. They pleaded with a handyman to come and 
loosen the sash. Luckily, he did. 

Big problems don’t seem to bother everyone. But the 
little ones often drive people bananas. To save you from 
a similar fate, here are quick solutions to 10 typical house- 
hold sources of pure frustration. You can make most of 
these repairs on your own and save the handyman’s fee. 


1. A window is 
stuck. Two 
gremlins account 
for most wood 
window jams. 
One: a recent 
coat of paint has 
seeped into and 
sealed joints 
between sash 
and frame. Two: 
moisture has 
swollen some 
portion of the 
wood assembly.

beneath the floor, see at that spot what 
wood part moves as your helper steps. 
A wooden shim driven between the loose 
parts may silence the squeak, Or judi- 
ciously located wood screws can rejoin 
the wood members. 

Can’t see any gaps between wood 
parts? Then the squeal is generated be- 
tween finish floor and subfloor. Wood 
screws through the subfloor into the fin- 
ish floor, stopping short of the finish 
floor space, solve that dilemma. 

Can’t get under the floor to see? Then 
youre forced to make repairs from 
above. Locate the exact source of noise. 
Countersink wood screws into the sub- 
floor (and if there, the joist) to draw 
down the finish floor. Fill the countersink 
with some wood putty stained to match 
the color of your floor. 

Scout on squeaky stairs the exact loca- 
tion of the noise. Examine the area 
closely. if you spy a crack between tread 
and riser, tap small wood shims into the 
space. That may do it. Or angle wood 
screws through a riser beneath the tread 
lip and into the tread. 

If, in your examination, you discover 
stair stringers, beams, posts or joists 
that show signs of decay, then the 
squeak was a warning. Call a carpenter 
immediately to avoid further damage. 
3. Bureau drawers stick. Get out the 
aerosol can of dry lubricant. When 
youve finally yanked out the drawer, 
spray the runners and tracks. 

Still sticks? Chalk the drawer edges 

and runners. Replace and remove the 
drawer. Where the chalk is blurred, very 
carefully rough sand the wood. Finish 
sanding and test the drawer. Repeat the 
sanding in small bites until the drawer 
glides in and out smoothly. Too much 
sanding will convert a sticky drawer to a 
rattly one. 
4. A fine wood table is scratched, 
dented. Minor scratches may disappear 
after rubbing on a good cleaner and wax. 
A trick of bygone days is to gently rub 
the scratched area with 000 steel wool 
soaked in lemon oil. Or substitute boiled 
linseed oil. This stretches the existing 
finish over the scratches. 

Deep scratches need filling. Buy a 
touch-up stick or scratch-hiding fluid 
matching the table’s color. Daub the 





scratches and polish the table. The 
blemishes will look miniscule, but will 
never completely disappear. 

Uncracked dents in wood are improv- 
able.

Because most pianos are so 
large, it is almost always necessary to sell 
them near home, limiting the market. We 
have seen some very fine pianos sold for 
a few hundred dollars while others sold 
for a thousand. It depends on the de- 
mand in your area at the time you are 
selling. It might help to contact a local 
music store to see what price they are 
charging for used pianos in your area.

For many, solar 
images of mackinaw-cl 
outer reaches of New M«

But there is also a high-tech solar 
world, set in the white-coated labora- 
tories of such major research centers as 
the Massachusetts Institute of Technol- 
ogy (MIT) and Los Alamos, where 
exotic materials and advanced technol- 
ogy are defining the new frontiers of 
solar use. No better showplace for this 
side of the solar coin exists than the MIT 
' Solar Building 5, a small (866 square 
feet), one-story building located at 270 
Vassar St., Cambridge, MA, next to the 
college athletic fields. The purpose of 
Solar-5 was, quite simply, to solve in one 
integrated system all the problems of 
passive solar energy. 

The basic concept of passive solar 
energy for heating a building is very

straightforward: The building is planned 
and aimed to maximize southern ex- 
postiies and minimize others, particu- 
larly northern. Through huge glass areas 
facing south, heat enters the building 
envelope when the sun shines; because 
of the “greenhouse principle,” less heat 
escapes than enters, and the interior 
temperature is raised. 

There are some difficulties, however, 
with passive solar energy: 

e Heat loss through these same south 
windows when the sun is not shining. 

e Temperature swings of as much as 
50°F between sunny daytime hours and 
the dark of the night. 

e Blinding glare. 

To combat heat loss through glass, 
the designers of Solar-5 decided to use 
Heat Mirror, a transparent insulation de- 
veloped by Suntek Research Associates 
in California. This incredible material is 
a thin molecular coating for glass that 
acts as a selective filter, admitting short-

building’s interior surfaces back into the 
room. The R-value is 6.7, or two inches 
of fiberglass insulation. Thus it loses only: 
4% of the heat that escapes through con- 
ventional double glazing. 

Temperature swings in houses with) 
passive solar heating are usually con-| 
trolled by “heat storage.” If you can de-) 
sign your house so that the sun falls on 
thick masses of dark, nonconductive, 
heat-holding materials, such as water or 
masonry, these bodies will absorb the 
heat by day and give it back slowly at 
night, thus leveling out room tempera- 
tures. The problem has been to find a’ 
satisfactory architectural treatment for | 
this mass. Water stored in fiberglass cyl- 
inders of 55-gallon drums is architec- | 
turally obtrusive in the room (to put it 
mildly), suited only to a contemporary 
design idiom. Furthermore, its weight 
and susceptibility to leakage make it un- 
usable in multistory construction. Ma- 
sonry walls for storage must be very 
thick, are costly and are not always di- 
rectly exposed to the sun. Heavy ma- 
sonry floors are excellent storage me- 
diums, but again are costly and usually 
covered in large part by rugs and furni- 
ture. 

A third possible storage medium ex- 
ists, though little used to date: Glauber’s 
salts, otherwise known as eutectic salts. 
Glauber’s salts are what is known as a 
phase-change material; as they heat up, 
they melt. In the process they have a re- 
markable and unique ability to store 
huge amounts of heat at the melting 
temperature (73° in Solar 5), heat 
which is given back slowly as the ma- 
terial returns to a solid state. The pio- 
neering work in this field was done 30

years ago by Dr. Maria Telkes, but the 
materials have always presented a num- 
ber of problems that made their per- 
formance unreliable. The MIT group, 
after lengthy research, was able to solve 
these problems and come up with two 
designs, both incorporating Glauber’s 
salts, which performed dependably in a 
building situation. One is: 14-inch thick 
dark blue ceiling tile containing cavities 
in which the salts are trapped. The other 
consists of bags of salts placed between 
the joists just above the ceiling Sheet- 
rock, (Continued on page 64)

But, you will ask, how can the sun 
reach a storage medium on the ceiling? 
For Solar-5, the answer lay in tiny (72-inch 
wide) venetian blinds that could deflect 
the sun’s rays up to the ceiling.

The MIT scientists were delighted 
to find such a blind already in produc- 
tion by the Rolscreen Co. To better di- 
rect the sun upward, they added a re- 
flective Mylar coating to the upper face 
of each blind slat.

ceiling. (This is the reason for the build- 
ding’s curious sawtooth shape; since the 
lot didn’t face south, the windows were 
angled to do so.) The ceiling must be 
a dark color to absorb the sun’s rays 
(ideally it would be black!). Although 
the dark ceiling and the Heat Mirror 
both reduce light transmission, Solar-5 
still has a 75 percent daylight trans- 
mission factor, higher than most of 
the tinted or reflective glass used in 
office buildings today. Because of the 
large glass area and the deflection of the 
light deep into the room, the interior 
light level is very comfortable. The angle 
of the blinds is adjustable; it must be 
adjusted monthly to compensate for 
changes in the sun’s elevation and can 
be closed completely for privacy. Best 
of all, during the summer months, the 
blinds, by an adjustment of only 30 per- 
cent off horizontal, can be made to re- 
flect so much of the summer sun back 
to the exterior before it can pass through 
the glass to the interior that Solar-5’s 
summer temperatures average 10 de- 
grees below that of the outdoors, a really 
tremendous saving in cooling costs.

Solar-5’s implications for the futur 
of solar energy are best shown in a re4 
cently completed, 1,600-square-foot 
house in Mattapoisett, Mass., designed 
by Timothy Johnson, who was head off 
the MIT project, and sponsored by thei 
Massachusetts Department of Energy, 
The house, which embraces all the prin- 
ciples of Solar-5, uses an electric-resis- 
tance heating system, in this case wires 
embedded in a plastic mesh and placed 
above the ceiling Sheetrock. The first 
cost of this system is so low that when 
combined with the solar components the 
total “heating system” cost only $800 
more than a conventional oil-fired sys- 
tem (with conventional windows and) 
ceilings). But because the electrical 
backup heat has to operate only at night-| 
time off-peak hours, at greatly reduced 
rates, its operating cost per BTU is less 
than that of oil. The result is a solar heat- 
ing system delivering 70 percent of the 
building’s needs, which will pay for it- 
self in one year and whose backup fuel 
is cheaper than oil. 

The MIT Solar Building 5 is open to 
the public on Wednesdays and Fridays | 
from 12 to 2 during the school year. |

is the month gardeners have been eagerly 
awaiting—the time when outdoor gardening 
begins. Gardeners frustrated by the seem- 
ingly endless winter have a tendency to jump the gun, and 
they may have to pay for this if a surprise late frost occurs, 
destroying the first planting.

’m going to take my wife on a Battle- 






field Tour this year. We're going to 

Yorktown and Gettysburg and the 

hotel in New York where we spent 
our wedding night, the Plaza on 59th 
Street and Central Park South. They 
were very nice to us. They even put a 
brass plaque on the door with our names 
and wedding date. It was a memento to 
take with us when we left. It was also a 
reminder to all of the staff to snicker 
while we were staying there. 

It was a wild night. Hour after hour we 
stripped wedding envelopes hoping that 
we'd come up with enough cash to check 
out. And we did. We even came up with 
enough to order breakfast in the room 
the next morning. It was quite elegant. 
The coffee was served in a silver pot. 
The orange juice was packed in ice. It 
cost four envelopes. 

I don’t know what brought all this to 
mind—it happened more than a dozen 
years ago—unless it was that lunch I had 
yesterday in McDonald’s where there 
was a wedding reception going on in the 
next booth. I turned just as the bride had 
a white plastic knife poised over a three- 
tiered apple turnover. Mind you, I have 
nothing against wedding receptions in 
McDonald’s. They may even catch on. 
In 1990 they'll have a sign out front: 
“Over three billion wed!” But I know 
things weren’t that-way when my wife 
and I got married. 

In those days weddings were extrava- 
ganzas. They were big affairs that in- 
volved thousands of dollars and lasted 
until the liquor or the bride ran out, 
whichever came first.

They were also ceremonies sur- 
rounded with omens and rituals. Did you 
know, for example, that if it rains on the 
wedding day, the bride is sure to have 
many children? I’ve thought about that. 
Perhaps it’s because the bride looks more 
seductive if her dress has shrunk. 

It didn’t matter whether the supersti- 
tion made sense: It was accepted, just as 
every other part of the wedding ritual was 
accepted, even mandated. Thus, months 
in advance the bride-to-be suddenly be-

When the great day dawned (or 
clouded, if the bride was going to have 
many children), a limousine arrived at 
the bride’s door, and the chauffeur 
grandly ushered her inside.

The limousine service also supplied 
the white runner for the church aisle, It 
was rolled just before the ceremony, 
forcing latecomers to thread their way 
to their seats like football halfbacks try- 
ing to stay inbounds. 

Just prior to this the groom’s usher 





friends escorted the guests to their seats, 
This was their main duty until the re- 
ception started, when they were ex- 
pected to fox-trot and waltz the elderly 
aunts around the dance floor (“tugboat 
duty,” as it was called). 

At the reception itself, no expense was 
spared. Usually, roast beef was served, 
although turkey could be ordered in- 
stead if the mother of the bride was try- 
ing to send a message to the groom. 

The bride and groom began the recep- 
tion with a formal entry and proceeded 
to dance to their tune, usually picked by 
the bride. “Always” was a favorite. (If 
the father of the bride picked the tune, 
it was “Brother, Can You Spare a Dime?” 
—if the mother, it was “If You Asked Me, 
I Could Write A Book.” ) 

All this was especially hard on the 
groom, because the bride’s family de- 
cided everything, and his directions were 
to “go where you're pointed.” Of course, 
from this point on, the groom knew ex- 
actly who was in charge: the photogra- 
pher. The photographer’s moment was 
the cutting of the cake. This ceremony 
was presided over by the caterer-chosen 
master of ceremonies, a man with a pen- 
cil-line moustache who had first to pass a 
standard cliché test. “She is feeding him 
the cake now! It will be the last time he'll 
open his mouth!” 

The protocol of seating was important 
and was wrestled with long in advance 
by the bride and her mother. They tried 
to seat compatible people together. Fail- 
ing that, they removed the knives from 
the table setting. 

Toward the end of the reception, the 
bride and groom made the rounds to 
greet their guests, and this was the high 
point of the affair, unless you counted 
Aunt Sally — (Continued on page 110)

. | wake up slowly and want to feel 
Beer in the morning. What color should 
y bedroom and my bathroom be? 
Red is a stimulating color for just about 
verybody—even those for whom it is not 
favorite. It wakes you up, jolts you in 
e morning, sends your blood racing craz- 
ly through your veins. Try bright red for 
e bathroom. A bedroom, especially if one 
pends much time there, should be in one’s 
avorite color to have a sense of well-being. 
A bright red bedroom is not recommended 
nless it is a favorite color or you are an 
ging bachelor and need all the help you 
an get. If you really need a jolt, a bed- 
oom might have a bright wall, draperies 
br a few objects around if your color pref- 
>rences tend to be neutral or pastel. 


Q. What is best for a dining room? 
A. Yellow and salmon are my favorite 
choices. A dining room is where the fam- 
ily most frequently meets in comraderie— 
there is the sharing of love (food), con- 
versation; it is where guests dine. The 
atmosphere should be cheerful, not too ex- 
citing, never gloomy. A dining room 
oneal be almost fantasy-like, even in the 
simplest home, because fantasy is one of 
the very best stimulants to creativity, good 
conversation and ideas. 
Q. We often sit in our den and listen to 
classical music. Are there any colors 
for the room that would heighten our 
enjoyment? 
A. A medium to pale, but bodied, blue 
would be good. The calm, intellectual as- 
pects of blue are compatible with classical 
music. I would not use a similar shade of 
green—too low-brow. (All shades of green 
are not considered low-brow—dark but 
lively green is very aristocratic.) Gray 
would also be good because it absorbs the 
emotions, thus giving a thoughtful mood 
setting for contemplative listening. 
Q. | used to be passionate about bright 
blue and now find myself gravitating 
toward more delicate blues. Why is that? 
A. It has been said that people who like 
tints have worked with themselves and be- 
come more refined. However, those who 
start out with pastels are not as committed. 
Q. I’m dating a man who has an orange 
living room. What are his future 
prospects? 
A. Enjoy it—that’s all there is. Oranges 
are the love ’em and leave ’em type, good 
mixers, the kind you find at the corner bar. 
If you marry him, you'll have a lot of fun, 
but he'll be very selfish and will probably 
have a lot of affairs. 
Q. | have a white house with black 
shutters and want to paint the front door 
a color. What should it be? 
A. A bright, cheerful yellow would be 
most inviting. Red would suggest all kinds 
of exciting things g going on behind it. Blue 
or green would suggest conservative occu- 
pants. Know your sGaends! 
Q. What would you think if | made my 
living room red all over? 
A. An all-red living room would unques- 
tionably send many gitests home very early 
and you to the Bedrobal early—not a good 
choice unless you are obsessed ihe the 
color or like guests who don’t linger 
because they've been overstimulated. A 
“pinky white” is good in a living room. It 
is psychologically soothing, antl eople 
seem to glow with good healene It is good 
with eosin which anchors it. 


Q. Ihave a library where | like to go to 
be alone and to read. Is there a color 
that would be ideal for the walls? 

A. Since so much boring work (reading) 
is often done in the library, I like bright 
(not too) walls, white ceiling and wood- 
work. Red, which is intellectually as well 
as physically stimulating, would help keep 
you from falling asleep. If you’re hyper- 
active, try green or blue, preferably blue, 
said to be the color of the intellectual, good 
for high-powered executives. Pastel walle 
generally don’t have the kind of psycho- 
logical power good for a library. 

oO: Why is avocado such a popular color 
for appliances and housewares? 

A. Avocado has green which is soothing 
and brown which is earthy and security- 
producing. It can be used successfully with 
every other color on earth—it doesn’t re- 
quire any sense of color or coordination to 
have a good color scheme. (Actually, it 
tends to “absorb” other colors. ) 

Q. | want everybody to feel welcome in 
my kitchen. What color should it be? 

A. White for the walls with colorful ac- 
cents—green makes one think of fresh 
gardens, grass, vegetables. Of course, if 
you hate green, ARS: any accent is good. 
But only one strong one should be heed in 
a kitchen or it Becomes too psychologi- 
cally busy. Another advantage of white is 
that it promotes cleanliness in the lazy.

Q. Is there any color that would be 
wrong for a kitchen? 
A. Red is least appropriate—it stimulates 
the emotions, not the appetite nor appreci- 
ation of food, and might well interfere 
with digestion. Also, few foods look ap- 
petizing in a red room.

A. If you are on a tight budget, color can 
be used in the absence of much furniture. 
(There is nothing worse than a skimpily 
furnished apartment in a neutral setting. ) 
If you wish to be dramatic, you can use all 
white—stark white—for walls and furni- 
ture with pillows of every color to pick up 
the colors of bold abstract paintings. Here, 
you are seeking drama—not emotional ful- 
fillment or expression. If money is no ob- 
ject to you, or if you are seeking a refuge in 
your home, then by all means use all those 
colors that you love. 
Q. Isa person’s “favorite color” the 
best color for him/her to live with? 
A. One’s favorite color is the one that 
moves him positively psychologically, emo- 
tionally, even physically. It may not be 
the most flattering color. And there can be 
too much of any good thing—even one’s 
favorite. So the color one surrounds one- 
self with or wears may be a fad or selected 
as a change. It isn’t infrequent that one 
can know another for years and not know 
his favorite colors. In fact, some people are 
embarrassed to admit their favorite colors— 
a shy, retiring person who just loves pur- 
ple, for instance. 


Q. | spend all day working with color 
and have therefore decided to decorate 
my living room in beige. Does that 
sound OK to you? 

A. Beige (rosy, never browny) is fine+ 
one cannot live on a precipice 24 hours 
day. But strong accents should be used les 
one suffers from a feeling of color deprivé 
tion from the sudden change. Of cours 
beige should not be used solely becus 
one works with color, but also because 0 
likes it—otherwise it becomes too prescrip 
tive. Be careful, because beige rooms ar 
emotionally flattening unless countere 
with luxury—rich furniture, Tugs, softneg 
and strong accents. A pastel in your favo} 
ite color perhaps would be more psyche 
logically satisfying for you. 

Q. | ama single woman looking for a

Fad 
colors don’t wear well. Remember that the

—and too many colors can be emotionally 
tiring for anyone.

A vintage date on a bottle of sparkling 
ivine means that the wine comes pri- 
marily from that single year and is sup- 
dosed to be better than a nonvintage 
dlend. Nonvintage blends are more con- 
sistent in style and are also less expen- 
sive than vintage-dated sparkling wines. 
They are usually your best buys.

COLD ROAST BEEF BECOMES A FLAVORFUL GRATIN

A roast of beef large enough to provide several meals 
can still be a good value, despite rising meat costs. 
Here is one of the many uses for cold roast beef. 


8 thin slices cold roast beef 6 
2 tablespoons butter 
2 tablespoons olive oil 
2 large onions, thinly sliced 
Y4 teaspoon thyme 
Salt and freshly ground 


black pepper, to taste 6 


Heat oven to 400°F. 


Cut each slice of roast beef into 3 even-sized strips. 
Arrange beef strips in a shallow ovenproof gratin dish 
(About 10 inches by 6 inches). 


Sauté sliced onions in butter and olive oil until they 
are a rich golden color and meltingly tender, stirring 
constantly to ensure that they are evenly colored on all 
sides. Season generously with thyme, salt and freshly 


ground black pepper. 


Remove onions from pan with a slotted spoon and 


spread evenly over beef strips. 


Moisten dish with beef gravy or diluted juices from 
the roasting pan and sprinkle with grated cheese. 


Bake for 15 to 20 minutes, or until beef is hot 
and topping is bubbling and golden brown. Serve

Dr. Dworetzki advises a patient t 
avoid the animal, “but it’s the patie 
who must make the final decision. Pa 
tients know more about what they i 
tolerate than we do. Of course, if we'r 
talking about a kid with severe asthma} 
I'd have to consult with the parents 
more seriously than if he was sufferin 
with simple hives. If making the bed 
room a sanctuary doesn’t work, then w 
do have to consider getting rid of the pet.” 

There are some allergists who take a 
inflexible position about keeping th 
animal, but more and more are working 
with the animal lover to try to find bet- 
ter answers. There is a great deal of 
allergy research being conducted, and 
hopefully some day the problem will be 
solved. Then we can focus our attention 
on what can be done for the pets who are 
allergic to their human families! i

Things old and

Once into our chaste household came a 
gift to my father of seven books called 
Italian Novelists. Leatherbound, mar- 
bleized and gilt-edged, they delighted 
my young eye. I never saw them again 
until, 30 years later, I found them hidden 
away on a remote closet shelf behind the 
box where Daddy kept his never-worn 
top hat. Glancing through them, I now 
know that they were not deemed suit- 
able for innocent eyes. Which makes me 
wonder if I were also being denied some 
printed dope about Diane de Poitiers 
whom my mother frequently men- 
tioned as the most remarkable woman 
in France. But until a recent trip to 
Eure-et-Loir, that area west of Paris 
easily maneuvered in day trips out of 
the city, I thought Diane had something 
to do with World War I, like Mata Hari. 
Those better informed than I would 
know that she lived from 1499 to 1566 
and became the mistress of King Henri 
II when he was 14 and she was 34. Does 
that not make her remarkable indeed, 
especially since the love affair and her 
ruling the roost of French politics ended 
only with his death in 1559? At 60 she 
was described as being just as freshly 
beautiful and witty as she had been at 
30. I see what Mother meant. 
CHATEAU D’ ANET 
All this came into focus at a charming 
place too few travelers visit. This is the 
Chateau d’Anet, the Italianate com- 
pound Diane built in 1547 as a joint 
memorial to her husband and a token 
of devotion to Henri, intertwined initials 
D and H all over the place, and her sym- 
bol, the crescent moon, everywhere, 
suggesting that she was compared with 
Diana, goddess of the hunt. Benvenuto 
Cellini was responsible for the bronze 
Diana, stag and hunting dogs that orna- 
ment the castle gateway. Mary, Queen 
of Scots, was a frequent visitor here, and 
in the course of time Louis XV and Louis

XVI owned the castle, so you're treading 
where royalty trod. It was sacked during 
the French Revolution, but one great} 
wing remains, furnished in the grandeur 
of Diane’s day to bring that day alive, 
and that’s enough for me. A hall of tap- 
estries, a treasury of faience, including 
della Robbia and Diane’s own damask- 
covered bedroom are handsome, and 
manicured lawns roll down to a lake 
where swans glide romantically by. 
Architecture buffs will be taken by the 
fact that the chateau, designed by Phili- 
bert Delorme, was avant-garde in its day, 
the beginning of French Renaissance. 
The corbeled chapel dome was a feat of 
engineering. Diane built herself a 
funerary chapel and you may see her 
praying there, sculpted in marble, beside 
her sarcophagus, but the sarcophagus 
is empty. If you are fortunate, you may 
meet the present delightful owners, 
M. and Mme. Yturbe, who are dedicated 
to the preservation of the lovely place.

Madame de M tenon, a later re- 
markable woman, had her chateau not 
too many mil ay in the town of the 
same name. To refresh your memory, 


she was the of a ne’er-do-well 
poet and became governess to the chil- 
dren of Louis XIV, the “Sun King” who 
built Versailles. In due course she was 
his mistress, confidante and a marquise, 
then in 1684 his morganatic wife. The 
quiet wedding took place right here in 
this brick and stone fortress of a chateau. 
The castle was said to be something of a 
rest home for courtiers and°a place of 
accouchement for mothers of the royal 
bastards. Racine wrote tragedies here. 
For porcelain lovers and those with an 
eye for chinoiserie, there are some fine 
things to see as well as the nostalgic 
trappings of the times. Gardens scented 
with boxwood were landscaped by 
Lenétre and are dominated by the 
arches of an ill-fated aqueduct that was 
intended to carry the waters of the Eure 
River to the fountains of Versailles. 

The castle is lived in by members of 
the Noailles family, descendants of the 
Marquise. They have turned part of the 
ground floor into an unusual, quite mod- 
ern conference center, adjoining a lovely 
orangerie, and if I were 
planning an overseas 
meeting that combined 
travel with business, I'd

h In Paris where there’s always some- 
) thing new as well as old to goggle at, the 
»latest eye-bender is the Forum des 
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Halles, the glass-tunneled, brightly mur- 
aled, many-leveled shopping complex of 
200 stores where you can buy anything 
from a piece of fruit to a grande couture 
outfit, eat in any one of 15 restaurants 
from bistro to haute cuisine and regale 
yourself with cinema, disco, theater or 
waxworks. It was built up out of a deep 
hole in the ground that used to be Les 
Halles, that marvelous market, now 
moved out of town, best known to the 
nostalgic as the area for the great onion 
soup that was the only way to end an 
evening on the town. It’s no problem 
to get to this remarkable feat of plan- 
ning because four Metro lines and 11 
bus lines are made to converge here, and 
by 1982 it will connect with the Charles 
de Gaulle Airport. 
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Designed to resuscitate the old-time 
heart of Paris, the area around it is a 
vast pedestrian zone. You can stroll to 
the Beaubourg section and Pompidou’s 
museum brain-child, and discover that 
the once-drab section is alive with new 
shops and restaurants and, as in many 
other parts of the world, the dingy old 
tenements have been transformed into 
dwelling places for the well-heeled chic 
and arty. Les Jardins, Rue des Lom- 
bards, is a pleasant and not too costly 
place to eat in a surround of greenery. 
Next door is M, under the same Franco- 
American ownership, a 13th-century 
chapel turned restaurant in what was 
once a woman’s prison. 

In view of the dollar exchange, which 
has most Americans feeling like poor 
relations, here are a few economical 
places where some of my Parisian friends 
shop. Five-and-tennish, to be sure but 
offering good value if you have an eye 
are the chains of Monoprix, Prisunic, 
Uniprix. For department 

stores, Galeries Lafayette, 

Printemps and Samaritaine; 

for records, cameras, appli- 

ances, sportswear and books, 


the stores of FNAC, the 
French answer to the dis- 
count shop. What 

was once 
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the Louvre department store, 
near the Palais Royale, is now turned 
over to three floors of antique shops. 
On the other side of the franc, shop- 
ping for a size-one smocked baby 
dress, I found that prices began at $90 
at Le Bon Point, 67 Rue de l'Université 
on the Left Bank, considered the smart- 
est children’s shop, where many Iranians 
and South Americans stock up on their 
youngsters’ pinafores. More in tune with 
my budget for children’s togs, which are 
smart in France: Réve des Mamans, 46 
Boulevard Raspail; Chatelaine, 170 Ave- 
nue Victor Hugo. A nice place to visit to 
look at the toys: Le Nain Bleu, 408 Rue 
St. Honoré. Extraneous but maybe use- 
ful note: The only place in this wide 
world I have found willing and able to 
clean and block a felt hat is the valet 
service in the Orly-Hilton, although most 
people would prob: ibly remember the 
hotel for its cozening of their jet lag and 
its La Louisiane restaurant or maybe the 
nearby tennis courts and skating rink.

GARDEN CHORE LIST 


@ Prune shade trees now—they will spring back with 
new growth quickly. 

e If you use an organic mulch that will break down 
during the season, apply extra amounts of high nitrogen 
fertilizer around the mulched area. This encourages 
bacteria growth, which will turn the mulch into fresh 
organic humus for soil enrichment. 

e Temperatures are getting warmer, so be sure to water 
well. Lawns should be watered thoroughly to avoid 
brown patches. Shallow watering encourages root 
growth on the surface, making plants susceptible to 
drought damage. Water for long periods of time so that 
the moisture seeps in deeply and thoroughly. 

e Remove dead flowers consistently—this will encourage 
new flower growth. If plants are allowed to produce 
seed, they will stop flowering. 

@ Continue to pinch chrysanthemums until mid-June. 
Pinching the terminal growth promotes branching, 
which leads to greater flower bud development in fall. 

@ Tomatoes will benefit from a mulch that keeps roots 
cool and moist. Tomatoes are heavy feeders and there- 
fore must be fertilized often. 

© If too many fruits develop on apple trees, remove some 
before branches bend from the weight. Some fruit drop 
will occur naturally in June. 

@ Don't cut shoots from established asparagus plants 
after the third week in June. Shoots sprouting after this 
time must be allowed to develop in order to rejuvenate 
the plant for the following year’s crop. 

@ Poinsettia cuttings should be taken in June to have 
established plants for flower formation next fall. Only 
take cuttings from plants which did well last year. 
Four-inch cuttings can be rooted in moist perlite or sand. 

@ Houseplants benefit from a summer outdoors. Arrange 
plants in a semishady place with good air circulation but 
protected from strong wind. Elevate pots by placing them 
on bricks or inverted clay pots. Pots left on the ground 
can become waterlogged or be invaded by insects.

and withhold fertilizer for a few 
months. Then feed plants until 
November. At that time, keep 
epiphyllums cool (around 50°F) | 
and dry. This dormant sched- 
ule makes epiphyllums great 
for the energy-conscious be- 
cause these plants can grow in 
low temperatures. 

In the beginning of March, 
move the plants to a warm and 
sunny location, and keep them 
evenly moist. Feed plants with

One question I’m asked often is “Why 
can't solar energy provide cooling as 
well as heating?” The answer is it can, 
with some limitations. As in solar heat- 
ing, solar energy can be used either for 
“active” cooling, which usually involves 
the use of rooftop collectors, or “passive” 
cooling which means it doesn’t. Some in- 
teresting developments are afoot with 
active cooling—the new Honeywell head- 
quarters in Minneapolis is now deriving 
84 percent of its cooling power from 
solar collectors. But active cooling is 
simply not commercially available today, 
and so this article will deal only with 
solar energy passive cooling. 

All cooling—passive, active or conven- 
tional—starts with three “passive” basics 
in order to reduce the cooling load: 

1) conservation (keeping the cool air 
in and the hot air out—insulation, ther- 
mal shutters, double glazing, etc.), 

2) good air movement for capturing 
breezes and changing the air when it’s 
cooler outside than it is inside (cross-

Another favorite passive design tool is 
earth cooling, achieved in two. ways, 
either by bulldozing earth up around the 
walls of the house on the north side 
(called berming), or by running long 
pipes from the basement out through the 
earth, usually to a remote fresh air in- 
take. Since temperatures 10 feet below 
grade usually equal the average annual 
air temperature, earth temperature can 
provide heat in winter and coolth in sum- 
mer. Berming, which is not recom- 
mended for humid climates, takes advan- 
tage of these temperature differences 
and also insulates and protects against 
wind. With earth pipes, however, the 
outlook is slightly clouded. Researchers 
at Princeton University have been test- 
ing to see how rapidly such pipes drain 
the earth of its beneficial temperatures. 
So far, they've found that one 12-inch 
diameter, 20-foot long pipe, planted 
four feet deep, provided a cooling effect 
in August of 2,500 BTU per hour over 
five days, but raised adjacent earth tem- 
peratures 13°, so obviously, what this 
method can accomplish is limited. 

Evaporative cooling’s concept is sim- 
ple: Evaporation of water cools the air 
and makes you more comfortable. (If 
you live in a humid area, however, it

The ma 
sonry will delay the transmission of hea 
or cold so that daytime heat is not trang 
mitted till night, by which time the wal 
is being cooled again. The result is you’n 
always dealing with the average exterig 
temperature instead of the uncomfort 
able extremes. This ancient secret j 
what we now call time-lag cooling. 

By this time you may have gatheret 
that we can do a lot for people who live ¢ 
in Arizona, but what about Memphis 
Galveston, Charleston, Mobile and al 
those other parts of the Gulf and South 
eastern states where heat and humidit 
combine so tellingly? Well, there’s desi¢ 
cant cooling. In bygone days, the resi 
dents of these areas kept barrels of sal 
in the house in order to absorb moisture 
When the salt became soggy, it was re 
placed. That’s desiccant cooling. Today 
research abounds in this area, using 
much more sophisticated desiccants suck 
as activated charcoal or coconut hus 
charcoal, and the outlook is more hope 
ful although no desiccant coolers hay 
yet appeared on the market. |

HOW TO HANG AN OLD QUILT 
Q. | acquired an antique quilt that | 


would like to hang. It has a double 
wedding-ring design with scalloped 
edges. How can | hang it without putting 
the weight on the scallops and yet expose 
all the edges?—K.O., Beaverton, Ore. 

A. Any old piece of fabric used for dis- 
play must be handled with care. Do not 
frame large pieces under glass because 
of weight, cost and possibility of damp- 
ness causing damage. 

Stitch a lightweight, strong fabric to 
the back of the quilt; make an extra “tun- 
nel” of the fabric, as close to scalloped 
top as possible; and put a support such 
as a lightweight board through it. Put 
hangers on board; use these to hang the 
quilt. -The scallops should remain up- 
right. Be sure wooden supports can be 
removed so the quilt can be washed. 
Sunlight and dirt do the most damage to 
fabric. Hang your quilt so it can be 
vacuumed regularly. You can wash it 
very gently once a year in pure soap 
flakes. Mf

a gardener, professional or otherwise, 
that has not had these fears, at least until 
he or she acquired enough experience. 
So, here is a pruning motto for you: 
Practically nothing you do will be as bad 
as doing nothing. Consistent chopping, 
cutting and clipping can contour and 
constrain these creatures. Try to think 
otf it as considerate conservation. 
Knowing what you want to accom- 
plish when you head out the door with 
the shears will make the entire job less 
of a problem. Basically, it is similar to 
building a plant—it you have a good con- 
cept of how this plant should look, then 
use subtractive sculpture, cutting away 
all branches that ruin the desired effect. 
For instance, consider a particular tree 
in your yard, Do you really know how it 


Learn to control,

should look? If not, consult books or mag- 
azines with photographs of good speci- 
mens. Notice the shape. Winter photos 
are best because you can see the skeletal 
lines of the tree. If it is a shade tree, 
notice the clean trunk with all lower 
branches above the head level. If it is a 
smaller flowering tree, notice not only the 
clean trunk, but, more important, the 
lack of internal cross branches that cut 
out light and air. “Less is more,” for in- 
stance, with crab apple trees—with fewer 


branches, the bloom will be better and 
the shape will be more naturally graceful. 

Take a good look at your evergreen 
shrubs. If you consult a number of good 
photos, you will see that you have a wide 
choice of shapes and sizes. Choose the 
best height for your surroundings and 
home, and keep it that way by nipping a 
bit twice a year. The best time to prune 
evergreen shrubs is simply when you 
need green boughs for the house during 
the winter holiday season, or in early 
spring before growth starts. 

Advocates of family planning suggest 
that couples plan carefully the desired 
family size, in order to have the best 
number of children for their particular 
income, energy and stage of life. I would 
like to suggest the plant planning phi- 
losophy of never acquiring more plants 
than you can care for. There are many 
alternatives to caring for the plants your- 
self, and with the surge of students now 
entering horticulture, it should soon be 
possible to hire knowledgeable help. 

But if you are a do-it-yourselfer—ana- 
lyze each plant’s potential needs and de- 
termine if you can fulfill them. If you 
have inherited an unknown mass (or 
mess), consider this advice: 1) remove all 
and start again and 2) learn the names of 
the plants, and using pictures and othen 
information, prune them to please your- 
self and to enhance your life and your 
landscape.

It may have taken a revolution in eating habits for most of us to discover fish, 
but for A. J. McClane, it came naturally. “I’ve been a fisherman all my life,” he 
says. A. J. McClane is not only the complete angler, but, for 30 years a sports 
editor, writer and gourmet cook—all about fish, of course. His latest work, cre- 
ated with his longtime friend, photographer Arie deZanger, is The Encyclopedia 
of Fish Cookery, a treasury of culinary wisdom and a feast for the eye (recipes 
start on page 134). “It was only natural that I learned to fish,” says McClane.

; : Select table fish : 
Buying fish: ect a reputable fish market, and buy fish the day 


you are going to cook it. Look for fish that have 
clear, bulging eyes. Avoid flat, opaque eyes or a whitish film on the skin. 
The gills should be red and the scales should look glossy. Feel the flesh— 
it should be firm. Most important, the fish must smell fresh and sweet. 
If buying frozen fish, be sure it is frozen solid. 
Storing fish : Make sure the market ee hs a well. Refrig- 
erate it right away. Freezing: There’s no way you 
can retain the super-fresh flavor of just-caught. Most fish can be kept 
frozen six months, but some species with high oil content keep only about 
three months. Wrap fish well in moisture and vaporproof paper. Do not 
ee - use just waxed paper. Fish must be frozen at 0° to 16° F. Check freezer 
directions for more detail. Thawing: Defrost frozen fish in the refrigera- 
tor, allowing 24 hours before using. This way, it will retain its moisture 
content and total food value. If you must hasten thawing, defrost frozen 
fish under cold running water. 

° : , Fish, unlike meat, is not cooked to tenderize it, 
Cooking fi SA: only to develop flavor. The most common mis- 
take is overcooking. A very general guide for baking, poaching, steaming, 
broiling is the Canadian Fisheries and Marine Service recommendation 
of cooking 10 minutes per inch of thickness (fillets, steaks, whole fish). 
Use a ruler and measure thickest part. If baking in sauce, add 5 minutes 
per inch of thickness. Learn when to check, as you do with a steak. Fish 
is cooked when the flesh is opaque and flakes easily. It should still be 
translucent near the bone. @ Moist heat: Poaching—in barely simmering 
water or fish stock. Ask dealer to leave head and tail on. Wrap large fish 
in cheesecloth. Steaming—Poaching rack is raised above liquid. Both 
methods good for large, firm-fleshed fish. Simmering—as in braising, or in 
soups and stews. En papillote—baking in oven in a parchment or foil 
package. @ Dry heat: Broiling— good for fatty fish. Preheat oven and 
pan; oil rack. Baking—for whole fish or very thick cuts. Whole fish may 
be boned and stuffed. Fish may be brushed with butter or oil and large 
fish, basted. Bake at 450° for short time, 350° to 375° for longer. Pan 
juices may be used in a sauce. @ Fat methods: Panfrying— good for 
small, whole fish. Be sure fish are dry. Dust fish with cornmeal or flour. 
Use a large skillet, with a little butter, just foaming. When skin is crispy, 
turn fish and fry other side. Sautéeing— good for thin pieces of fish. Use 
only light flour coating, if any. A small amount of clarified butter with a 
little oil is best. Cook fish quickly over high heat, turning once.

That means a 77 
or 778 (79 will be in the stores soon). It 
has always been delightfully inexpen- 
sive, but I have sad news. The vineyards 
of Brittany were hard-hit recently by 
abysmal weather, and (because of scar- 
city) what used to be $3 wines now go 
for $4.50 and $6, The impeccable Mar- 
quis de Goulaine Muscadet is $5.99 as 
are Domaine del Hyverniere and Acker- 
man Laurence. Others come from D. 
Jean Batiste, Hermine D’Or, Pierres 
Blanches. There are many. 

Next to Muscadet in piscatorial 
popularity is world-renowned Chablis. 
Chablis is a small, self-contained area of 
Burgundy, off to the north of the Cote 
d’Or proper. It has lent its name, unwill- 
ingly and/or unwittingly, to many wines 
from all corners of the world. They are 
good, bad and terrible, but not true Cha- 
blis. The idea seems to be to make a 
wine and call it chablis—it will sell! 

Actually, Chablis is one of the scarce, 
small-quantity wines of the world, and 
especially at this time. A year ago, hail 
severely damaged what is at best only a 
4,700-acre vineyard. Chablis is a green- 
tinged, yellowish, ultra-dry wine of sub- 
stance and often elegance. What used to 
be $3 to $4 is now $7 to $15. The best 
prices I've seen are $8.99 for a simple

Delaware county, among the Catskill mountains. The east 
branch of the Delaware river ran right through our farm. I 
can’t even remember when I caught my first trout.” 

McClane has difficulty deciding where he enjoys fishing 
most. His favorite waters are located in South America, Ice- 
land, New Zealand, Alaska—all the great remaining wilder- 
nesses—plus Scotland for salmon and Montana for trout. And, 
although his first love is game fishing, there’s much more to it 
than that, “At age six,” he notes, “it’s the catch that counts, but 
now, it’s the total experience. There’s nothing like the beauty 
and aloneness of standing in a stream in the Montana land- 
scape, looking at the sweep of the mountains. It’s a great way 
to relax and get in touch with nature.” 

Many fishermen sell or give away their catch, or limit their 
cooking to simple panfrying over an open fire. But, although 
he declares, “I don’t pretend to be a great chef,” McClane’s 
large, varied repertoire (he has personally cooked every recipe 
in the book he wrote) proves otherwise. 

How did he get into cooking? “When I was in Paris, Charles 
Ritz of the famous Ritz hotel became a friend of mine. And 
since Charlie hated staying in hotels, he visited me when he} 
came to New York. He cooked some fabulous meals, and I, in 
turn, visited the Ritz kitchens when in Paris, working just 
like anybody else and picking up the tricks of the pros.” 

One thing McClane has learned is that most people need 
help in buying fish. “People can’t identify the fish in the mar- 
ket, let alone what varieties there are in the world. And many 
species travel under several names. There are fish such as the 
deep-sea tilefish that weren't available five years ago. And 
people need to learn how to cook different kinds of fish. A 
Spanish mackerel (plentiful near McClane’s Florida home) 
is a good fish to broil. But if you broiled a codfish, it would 
dry out because it is too lean. It is better poached.” 

Seeking such advice, many people telephone McClane from} 
all over the country to question him about fish cookery. “And 
not even exotic fish. Many people don’t know how to prepare 
a simple fish such as a sole or a flounder.” 

McClane’s next book will be Fish for Compliments, due in 
fall 1980. Whereas the Encyclopedia tells everything abou 
each species of fish, his latest book will be a complete collec- 
tion of regional recipes from Maine to California. 

How does the author develop a recipe? McClane delib- 
erately tries to keep them simple, because “any recipe should 
be a general example. People have to learn to cook, to develop 
their own sense of judgment, taste and feeling for food. I try to 
give them an idea of what the result should be.” 

McClane himself cooks and eats fish at least three times a 
week, but notes that he can’t go fishing every day now. “I have 
to write a lot.” Still, he says, “it’s great to spend my life fish- 
ing and writing about fish—that’s what I like.” Ml
